The plaintiff claims £15,000 damages and 
an injunction restraining the defendants. and 
their agents from circulating, distributing, or 
otherwise publishing the words constituting 
the alleged libel, which was contained in a 
report issued by the defendants dated 29th 
July, 1927. 

Mr. E. J. McKean (instructed by Messrs. 
Carson and McDowell) based his application 
on the affidavit.of Mr. Samuel McKeown, 
practising as Carson and McDowell, solicitors 
for the plaintiff.in the suit. Mr. McKeown 
in the document stated :—' This action is 
brought for libel contained in the report issued 
by the defendants dated 29th Julv, 1927; said 
report, referring to the plaintiff, inferred 
that he was incompetent, dishonest, slack, 
and generally unfit for his position as City 
Treasurer of the County Borough of Belfast. 
A defence has been filed denying the aver- 
ments contained in the statement of claim; 
that the report contained only fair comments 
made in good faith and without malice, and 
that the members of the Couneil had a 
common interest with the defendants in the 
subject matter of the report. 

The affidavit added that the defendants

At the meeting of the Meath County Council 
last Tuesday—Mr. Quinn, Chairman, presiding 
—a letter was read from the Secretary of the 
Free .State Local Government Department 
stating that he was directed by the Free State 
Minister for Local Government to refer to 
previous correspondence regarding the appeal 


of Mr. D. Corry, Coroner, for the revision of 


his salary under Section 18 of the Coroners 
Amendment Act, 1927. In June, 1927, the 


Minister, for an experimental period of twelve 
months, required the Council to amalgamate 


the former North and South Coroners’ dis- 
triets temporarily, and when the Council did 


so he did not object to the remuneration of 
£85 per annum for the position then proposed. 
The Minister was satisfied that the interests 
of the County Meath could well be met by one 
Coroner. He now accordingly confirmed the 
amalgamation of Meath County into one 
Coroner’s district, and fixed the salary at 
£150 per annum. 


It was decided to ask the reason from the 


Department for its. altered attitude, in view of 
the previous recommendation that the Coroner 
be paid from £20 to £40 extra, and now they 
had fixed the salary at £70 extra.

AST week it was announced that 
henceforward one of the leading 
German newspapers would appear in 
Roman instead of Gothic characters 
This week the Free State authorities 
announce that after a certain interval all 
examinations in Irish held under the 
Civil Service Commission will require the 
laneuage to be written in Roman script. 
Sentimentalists will deplore the passing 
of what are called the Gaelic characters. 
One of the best-known of Free State 
officials said to me years ago that it 
would'be better for Irish not to be written 
at xull than for it to be- written in 
“é Enejish ” characters. I have heard 
many persons complain that they cannot 
“read Ivish easily when it is printed in 
Roman type; but usually I have found

ASPIRATION. 

In a single particular, “ Gaelic ”’ : 
differs substantially from Roman script. 
It has dotted letters to indicate the 
vocalic mutation, that we call aspiration. 
When Irish is transliterated, aspiration 
is indicated by the -insertion of the letter 
“h.” The word bean (woman) after the 
article becomes bhean, and is pronounced 
In. Welsh, mutation is indicated 
not by dots or the letter “h,” but by 
substitution of a new letter. Mam be- 
comes fam. If every aspiration in Irish 
is to be represented by an inserted * ge 
we cannot evade such dreadful spellings 
as ** MacCubhthaigh ” for such a simple 
word as that represented in English by 
“ McCoy.” This is the single sound 
objection to the use of pure Roman script. 
What is the solution? 


SIMPLE SPELLING. 


The Welsh practice could be adopted, 
and aspiration or elipsis could be repre- 
sented by a change of letter—‘'B”’ to 
“vy” or “w” and “m.” This, however, 
would be revolutionary. Again, the 
practice of scribes in leaving aspiration to 
the readers’ intelligence, as when they 
wrote “‘adbal’’ for what now we spell 
‘‘adhbhal”’ could be revived; but this 
would destroy the eonsonance of spelling 
with sound. <Avain, Roman characters 
could be dotted but this would ‘involve the 
use of new founts of type beside straining 
the eye. 

The real solution lies in the simplifica- 
tion of spelling. - Some revolutionary 
people want to spell Irish as Manx is 
spelt—according to English phonology— 
but this is merely to cater for laziness, 
to distort fine sounds, and to obscure the 
path to the literature. On the other hand, 
simplification within the rules of Gaelic 
orthography can be carried out easily, 


PRECEDENTS. 


Thus, silent letters can be dropped, and 
knots of aspirations can be resolved into 
single ‘letters. There is good authority 
for this. One of the greatest of Irish 
prose masters, writing in 1532, writes 
foirfe for foirbhthe and báste for bdidht-, 
and so on. So, too, Middle Irish writers 
used eramat! where now we write éagsam- 
hewl; for earlier writers used “x,”’ a 
letter banished from the present-dav 
alphabet. 

It may be objected that these simplifi 
cations, although true to sound, disguise 
derivations. ‘‘ Bhthe’’ is obvieusly a pas: 
participle ending, but “fe” is not 
obviously so.

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Why, however. should a 
word go with its derivation, philologic or 
yrammatical, strapped to its back, like a 
bag of fossils? It is not done in other 
lancuages. Scholars can discern deriva- 
tions even when letters represent sounds. 
Some time ago an article which I wrote in 
the /ris Times was reproduced in trans- 
lation in a Spanish newspaper, and I 
found myself alluding to an author called 
Exquil. When I tested the word with the 
ear instead of the eve I instantly recog- 
pised Aeschylus.

Eugene O'Neill. 


Eugene O'Neill, the Irish-American 
dramatist, who, as the ‘‘ Diary” has 
already announced, is going to Russia on 
a visit and will take part in the Tolstoy 
centenary celebration, is engaged in 
writing a new play, ‘‘ Dynamo.” He is 
reticent about the subject of his new 
piece, but says he is going slowly ahead 
with it.

The new Currency Notes and token coins 
for the Irish Free State are to be in 
circulation in November. Although there 
has been a great deal of discussion about 
the coins, nothing has been said about the 
design of the notes; it has been generally 
thought that these would be more or less a 
replica of the existing ones. I hear, how- 
ever, that quite a new departure has been 
nade in their design; I have, indeed, seen 
a reproduction of some of them. That ot 
the £5 note has been particularly well 
chosen—it represents the Sugar Loaf, or 
“ The Golden Spires of Wicklow,” as they 
are called, as seen from Dalkey. On the 
£1 notes, designed by Sir John Lavery, 
appears the face of Lady Lavery. 

But the Free State is not alone in over. 
hauling her coinage. France is in the 
throes also at the moment, but is carry- 
ing it out more swiftly than we did. Our 
Currency Commission has taken something 
like two years to pull the thing through, 
while France is now only. choosing her 
designs, and the new coins are promised 
by January next. After that date the 
10, 15 and 20 franc notes will disappear, 
and silver coins will take their place.

A Guards’ Story. 


The Tongue Fields, 


It was vividly brought home to me the 
other day, writes a correspondent, through 
meeting an old Dubliner, approaching his 
70th year, who has just come back to 
‘the old land’’ after a thirty years’ 
absence in Boston, that the younger 
generation of Dublin people are woefully 
ignorant of the trysting places and 
idyllic spots around the city, where their 
forbears were wont to enjoy their summer 
evenings. 

He asked me if I knew where the 
Tongue Fields were, and I had to confess 
that I did not. ‘‘ Why, bless my soul,’’ 
he exclaimed, with a mixture of scorn 
and laughter, “ the Dublin of to-day is a 
soulless place compared to what it was in 
my early years.’’ Then he _ dilated 
eloquently on the\Tongue Fields and the 
Lovers’ Walk, which, he told me, lay to 
the west of Mount Argus and Mount 
Jerome, and, about forty or fifty years 
ago, were alive with crowds of joyous 
children, while couples from all parts of 
Dublin and the Southern suburbs went a 
little further afield ‘to purse their 
philanderings. ‘‘ Ah!” he said, “ there 
was an element of romance and sociability 
among the young folk of those days which 
one fails to see now. The ‘ movie’ seems 
to be the only thing worth while with 
them now.” However, with all his know- 
ledge of the place, he was unable to 
account for the origin of the name, 
“Tongue ” Fields. 


A Literary Nonagenarian. 


Sir George Otto Trevelyan, who has 
just entered the ranks of the nonagen- 
arlans, is a son of Sir Charles Edward 
Trevelyan and Hannah Moore, the sister 
of the great Lord Macaulay. During his 
long life he has been famed both as 
politician and litterateur, and he is the 
author of the official biography of Lord 
Macaulay. 

He was born in Leicestershire and 
educated at Harrow and Cambridge. His 
Parliamentary career began in 1865, when 
he became Liberal representative for 
Tynemouth, and he subsequently repre- 
sented Hawick Burghs (1868 to 1886) and 
the Bridgetown Division of Glasgow from 
1887 to 1897. 

His Ministerial appointments included 
that of Chief Secretary for Ireland, which 
he took up in 1882, and in two Govern- 
ments he was Chief Secretary for Scot- 
land. 


An Irish Sculptor. 


Among the distinguished visitors who 
have come to Ireland for the Tailteann 
Games is Mr. Andrew O’Connor, the 
Irish-American sculptor. I met him yes- 
terday and found him both charming and 
interesting. He told me that at breakfast 
he opened the Jrish mm 
Times, and to his 
pleasure and sur- 
prise saw a picture 
of his Tristan Et 
Yseult, and below § 
the glad news that @ 
the Paris Salon had á 
awarded to him the 
gold medal for this 
piece of work, which, 
in the opinion of all 
the critics, is truly 
fine in concep- 
tion and execution 
Mr. O’Connor is a 
very modest man, and 
was not a bit excited about 
which crowns years of hard uphill work 
in his art. The gold medal for sculpture 
is the biggest prize the Salon has to offer, 
and I should add that Mr. O'Connor is 
the first foreigner to receive it during the 
Salon’s history of 140 years. In 1904 he 
brought to Paris (where he has since lived 
in the Montparnasse district) his statue 
of General Lawton, who was killed in the 
Phillippines, and for this he was awarded 
the second medal of the Salon.

Small Beginnings 


During the early ‘fifties Mr. O’Connor’s 
father, then a little boy, emigrated from 
Ballyjamesduff, County Cavan, to the 
United States, where he became a working 
sculptor. Andrew was his father’s apt 
pupil, but he wanted to be a painter and 
went to London. There he met Sargent, 
who, up to his death, was his close friend. 
Sculpture, however, was young O’Connor’s 
true mefiér, so he quickly returned to his 
first love. It was in 1901 that the young 
artist got his big chance. Daniel French, 
with whom he was working, had been 
asked to make the facade of St. 
Bartholomew’s Church, New York—a 
memorial to Cornelius Vanderbilt. He 
declined the request, and handed the 
work over to O'Connor. ‘‘ This,’’ he said 
to me modestly, ‘‘ was the first thing of 
any consequence that I did.” It was, in 
fact, the first fruits of O’Connor’s genius, 
and from that time the demands mada 
upon him have been far greater than he 
can meet. Among his other work is the 
Roosevelt memorial at Chicago; the 
Lincoln monument at Springfield, Illinois; 
the bronze statue of La Fayette at Balti- 
more, and the lovely memorial to 
Abraham Lincoln at the Royal Exchange, 
London, which was erected by a com- 
mittee of which Lord Reading was the 
chairman, and Mr. T. P. O’Connor, M.P., 
a member. The Lincoln statue is cut 
from Indiana limestone, as is the Tristan 
Et Yseult group.

HE third volume of “British Docu- 
ments on the Origins of War, 1898- 
1014,” is published to-day. It covers the 
period 1904-’6. These volumes are official 
publications, undertaken in pursuance of 
a decision made by Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald when he was Prime Minister, 
and confirmed by Sir Austen Chamberlain 
after the change of Government. The 
editors are Dr. G. P. Gooch and Dr. 
Harold Temperley, whose task at the 
present rate of advancement seems 
destined to continue for some years. 

The publication is a perfectly full and 
frank presentation of all that could be 
regarded as origins, among the documents 
in the Foreign Office archives and comple- 
mentary dossiers. It is revealed by the 
editors that their position is that “ they 
would feel compelled to resign if any 
attempt were made to insist on the omis- 
sion of any document which is, in their 
view, vital or essential.” 

As frontispiece to this volume, there is 
shown a facsimile of minutes by Sir T. H. 
(Lord) Sanderson and the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, which were appended to a 
file of papers marked “ Abyssinia.’’ Sir 
T. H. Sanderson had traced to this file a 
note of a conversation of Lord Lansdowne 
with M. Paul Cambon, the French 
Ambassador in London on May 17, 1905. 
| Lord Lansdowne noted at 
ithe foot, in returning the file, “this was 
ithe origin of the offensive and defensive

That particular conversation had de- 
yeloped from a consultation with regard 
tio some small matter of Abyssinian rail- 
ways. ‘‘ Taking this incident as his text,” 
lord Lansdowne had written in his 
memorandum of the same date: “ His 
Excellency went on to dwell with much 
animation upon the present attitude of 
the German Government, which was, he 
said, engaged all over the world in 
attempting to sow discord between us.... 
[ observed that the moral of these 
incidents seemed to me to be that our 
two Governments should continue to treat 
one another with the most absolute con- 
fidence, should keep one another fully in- 
fermed of everything which came to their 
knowledge, and should, as far as possible, 
discuss in advance any contingencies by 
which they might, in the course of events, 
find themselves confronted.”’ 

In this passage we have the pith of the 
developments revealed in this volume. 
which contains superabundant evidence of 
Germany's trouble-making at the period 
covered in the documents, the period, +s 
the editors call it, of “ The Testing of the 
Entente.’ Immediately following the 
record of the conversation just mentioned 
comes Sir Francis Bertie’s despatch to 
Lord Lansdowne alluding to the fall of M. 
Delcassé, “ brought about entirely by the 
intrigues of the German Government, who 
have spent a good dea] of money for the 
purpose.”’ 


WRONG INFORMATION. 


It has to be explained that the meaning 
of Lord Lansdowne’s remark, “I suppose 
this was the origin of the offensive and 
defensive alliance.’’ is to be found in a 
despatch of Sir F. Lascelles, recording a 
conversation with Prince Bilow, in June. 
1905, who said that ‘‘information had 
reached him 1! t shortly before Monsieur 
Delcassé’s fall England had made an offer 
to France to enter with her into an offen- 
sive and defensive alliance against Ger- 
many... The fact that the offer had 
been made was a proof of the unfriendli- 
ness of His Majesty's Government towards 
Germany.’ Lord Lansdowne had been 
trying to make out what was the bases of 
Prince Bulow’s “information.” 

The period comprised in the volume 
extends to the end of the year 1906. but. 
printed as an appendix, because its date 
is the first day of the following year, the 
editors give a remarkable memorandum. 
written by Sir (then Mr.) Eyre Crowe, 
who was at that time Senior Clerk in the 
Foreign Office. This “ Memorandum on 
the Present State of British Relations 
with France and Germany ” is associated 
by its matter, if not in date, with the 
general subject of the volume. Extending 
to more than twenty closely-printed pazes, 
it is, as Sir Edward Grey remarked in a 
minute at its foot, “ most valuable,” 
“contains information and reflections 
which should be carefully studied.” Sir 
Edward Grey ordered its immediate sub- 
mission to the Prime Minister (Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman), Lord Ripon, Mr. 
Asquith, Mr. Morley, and Mr. Haldane 
(as they were then), thesg Ministers 
having just taken office on the accession to 
power of the Liberal Party.

A further minute 
Memorandum was written by Tord 
Fdmund Fitzmaurice, then Under-Secre- 
tary for Foreign Affairs. He questions 
“whether the restless and uncertain 
personal character of the Emperor 
William is sufficiently taken into account 
in the estimate of the present situation.

A iurther appendix gives an extract 
from the “General Report on Germany for 
1906,’’ forwarded from Berlin by Sir F.

It is remarkable for a full length portrait 
of the Emperor William II., drawn by 
the Ambassador, and dwells on “the well- 
known impulsiveness of the Emperor's 
character, coupled with the exaggeration 
in which he is in the habit of indulging in 
conversation,” not omitting “his fond- 
vess ior indulging in jokes, which some- 
timés may be taken seriously by those who 
fail to see them.’’ Me 

The following illustration is given by 
Sir Frank Lascelles :—‘“ On one occasion 
when, in obedience to the instructions of 
vour predecessor, IT made a communication 
to the Emperor of an agreeable nature. 
His Majesty replied-in such a way that 
1 was constrained to ask him whether he 
wished me to convey such a messaye to 
His Majesty’s Government. “No,” said 
His Majesty, ‘vou surely know me well 
enough to translate what I sav inte 
diplomatic language.’ In that case, [ 
said, I propose to report that your 
Majesty has received the communication 
with satisfaction. ‘Yes,’ replied His 
Majesty, ‘ you may say with creat interest 
and great satisfaction,’ a meaning which 
even those intimately acquainted with Tlis 
Majesty might easily have failed to gather 
from his original remark, which was: 
‘The noodles seem to have had a lucid 
interval,’ ’’

CATHEDRAL ORGAN. 


Members of the Union of Graduates in 
Music, assembled in Dublin for their annual 
conference, spent the greater part of yesterday 
in visiting various places of interest in Dublin 
and its neighbourhood. The majoriy of the 
members who are taking part in the con 
ference are visitors in Dublin—in many cases 
for the first time—and, having arrived in the 
city on the previous evening, were glad to 
have the opportumty for sight-seeing yester- 
day. 

In the morning the party 
College and University College. 
Patrick’s Cathedral they not oniy 
all that is generally of interest to \ 
also enjoyed the privilege of hearing a short 
reciial by the Cathedral organist, Dr. G. H. 
P. Hewson, on the fine Willis organ. The 
listeners included some eminent cathedral 
organists, and most of those who were present 
are musicians who haye been brought up, 
musically, on the organ. Dr. Hewson pro- 
hably never has plaved St. Patrick's Cathedral 
organ to a more critical group of hearers. 

Dr. Hewson deserved congratulation on his 
display of the best qualities of the organ, 
which, although surpassed in size by many 
organs of later date, remains one of the most 
highly esteemed examples of Willis organ- 
craft. In comparison with most church organs, 
it still ranks as a large and important instru 
ment; and its equipment is fully worthy of 
the edifice to which it belongs. By contrast 
ing a selection of modern organ music with 
one of the greater organ works of Bach, Dr. 
Hewson was able to exhibit a great variety of 
stops, fundamental and decorative in quality. 

His treatment of the Fantasia and Fugue in 
C minor showed that Dr. Hewson is not 
among those who think that the playing of 
Bach's organ music always must be 1 
in character. He played the Fantasia quite 
lightly, and opened the Fugue in the same 
nono reserving weight of tone for the last 

The Psalm-Prelude by Mr. Herbert Howells, 
having as its motto Verse 4 of. the Twentv- 
Third Psalm (‘* Yea. though [ walk throuch 
the valley ”), was extremely interesting as an 
example of organ music by “a compos r whose 
concern is not primarily with Church music. 
In a variety of forms Mr. Howells has com 
posed music that has engaged wide attention. 
In so far as it is true that organ music has 
failed to hold popular interest. some blame 
must be attached to the general severity and 
lack of imagination associated with ‘organ 
music composed by musicians under the 
influence of ecclesiastical traditions. Imagina- 
tion and poetry inspire Mr. Howells’s music 
for the organ, for which. hapmly, he has 
devoted a large part of his composing energy.

AMUSEMENT IN MONAGHAN

Sik,-—Progressive Irishmen owe a debt of 
pas to your correspondent, ‘‘ Boston,”’ 
or his letter in your issue of July 26th. It 
emboldens me to try to do my bit to help by 
contributing the iolair observations after 
three months’ quiet study of Ireland by travel 
from place to lee. 

A great revival along lines of progress and 
practical common-sense would quickly make 
the country prosperous. The opportunities, if 
realised and actively prosecuted, are unlimited. 
What. country has such a huge market right 
at her door for every pound of agricultural 
products she could possibly raise under the 
most intensive farming conditions? Ireland 
could easily double or treble her exports, pro- 
vided that the quality was good and a regular 
standard was maintained. 

No country lies in the path of the tourist, 
both from America and Europe, in the same 
ste that Ireland is situated. See that you 
make every visitor an Irish “ publicity ' agent 
for life by giving him value for his money; 
the natural beauties of the country wiil do the 
rest. Your hotels should be inspected and 
the value of licences increased by way of im- 
proving accommodation and catering. In my 
observations both Northern isclaad and the 
Free State are equally missing their great 
opportunities, and the money and energy 
spent in bringing tourists to Ireland is largely 
being nullified by the accommodation and 
treatment they get after arrival. Why do you 
not face the facts and make a change? The 
low saloon and the gin dump were what 
brought upon us all the curse of prohibition 
in the United States. Why do you not reduce 
your licences, cutting out the saloon and 
shebeen, and sce that there are better hotels 
in all the country places? This policy would 
help the tourist business, and also would 
prevent the worst abuse of the liquor traffic. 

Many level-headed people in Ireland ex- 
plained to me the uselessness of crippling your 
children by teaching them Irish. If the same 
money were spent in educating them alon 
bad lines of progress, the benefit woul 
e immediate, instead of a mental attitude of 
looking backward among the mythical, tawdry 
tinsel of the past, which only makes Ireland 
look ridiculous in the eyes of the outside 
world. General public opinion seems to 
concur strongly, but quietly, in this view, but 
few people have the courage to say so out 
loud. 

_ The practical revival of Ireland rests alone 
in Irish hands, and the situation was ex- 
pressed to me by a fairly typical man here 
the other day. In talking of Ireland, he said: 
“ Neither the public nor the Press of Great 
Britain takes any interest in Ireland. We 
were fed-up long ago, and dismissed it from 
our minds, but nothing has transpired since 


1921 to convince me that Ireland :s capable 
of self-government or successfully running her 
own affairs.”” Let us hope that this is an 
extreme view of the situation. 

Many people think that the Shannon 
scheme will be Ireland's salvation, but they 
do not seem to understand that, unless the 
power produced is put to profitable use by the 
Irish people, the whole project will become a 
huge financial "white elephant.” It is the 
people themselves who live in a country who 
make it prosperous. Undeveloped natural 
resources and beauties will not bring profit 
unless they are put to practical account. 
Many people could contribute their work and 
voice to the practical revival of lreland. and 
surely a movement of this nature would be 
well worth while and cannot start too soon.—

DUTCH AND IRISH HOUSING. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—While thanking “' Artifex’’ for his 
complimentary remarks on my article on the 
above subject, I must plead inability to give 
the fuller information he désires. My 
knowledge is merely such as could be picked 
up, mostly in conversation, during a few 
days’ visit to Holland. Like “ Artifex,.’’ 
however, Í earnestly wish that someone with 
fuller knowledge would describe for us 
successful efforts to deal with the housing 
problem both in Holland and other countries, 
and the lessons to be drawn from them for 
Ireland. 

May I, however, in writing stress again 
the fundamental importance of town-plan- 
ning’ The Dntch would have found it a 
sheer impossibility to deal so successfully 
with: the modern problem of city expansion 
if they had not been working on plans laid 
many years ago. In Dublin we must be 
for ever handicapped by the remissness cf 
former generations in this matter. | That 
cannot now be helped; but need we make 
the. handicap still greater for future genera- 
tions by persisting in working without a 
plan? Much building is now proceeding; 
in the near future there will, we hope, be 
much more. Are the various building schemes 
to be taken in hand separately and without 
regard to one another, or all considered as 
parts of one great scheme for the making of 
a fine and prosperous city? Unless the latter 
course is taken mistakes will be made— 
mistakes which cannot be rectified without 
huge and, perhaps, prohibitive expenditure. 

All experts on the subject are agreed that 
a careful town plan is essential. The Greater 
Dublin Commission reported most strongly in 
its favour. The City Commissioners, it has 
been rumoured, desire it;- but legislative 
action is necessary to empower the authori- 
ties in this or any other Irish city to draw 
up a plan. Ought not this to be regarded 
as an urgent matter, and cannot the 
Oireachtas pass the short and non-contentious 
Act necessary to “ars w a plan 4o be drawn 
up”? There is no need to wait until the 
other problems of Dublin City management 
are dealt with. This can be taken by

APPLICATION.

STRONG 0PPOSLTION, 


The Tarifí Commission, at its sitting 
in Dublin yesterday, heard an applica- 
lion Íor a Customs duty on motor bodies 
and horse-drawn vehicles imported into 
the Irish Free State: The application was 
made by the Coachbuilders’ Association, 
and was resisted by a number of traders 
and coach-owners’ associations, as well as 
the Reyal Irish Automobile Club. 

One of the applicants’ witnesses stated 
that the main object in making the 
application was to get chassis makers to 
make contracts for a certain period ahead 
with builders in the Free State. 


EXTENT OF THE DUTY. 


-— 


THE APPLICANTS' CASE. 


The Commissioners present were:—Mr, J. 
J. M'Elligott (Chairman), Dr. Hinchcliffe and 
Professor Whelehan, and they sat at the 
offices of: the Department of Agriculture. 

The applicants asked for the imposition of 
a Customs duty of 50 per cent. of the value, 
or £40 per body, whichever is the greater, on 
the bodies of all mechanically-propelled or 
hauled and horse-drawn vehicles imported into 
the Free State; 50 per cent. of the value of 
the component parts of such bodies, £10 per 
vehicle on horse-drawn vehicles, and 334 per 
cent. oh the component parts of those vehicles 
other than raw materials and paris common 
to other lines of industry. 

The application was made by the Irish 
Coachbuilders’ Association, supported by the 
Irish Engineering Union and the National 
Union of Vehicle Builders. 

It was opposed by Messrs. Henry Foid and 
Son, Cork; the Society of Irish Motor 
Traders, Ltd., Dublin; the Motor ’Bus and 
Coachowners’ Association. the Royal Irish 
Automobile Club, the Dublin United Tram- 
ways Co., Ltd.; the Dublin Carriers’ Associa- 
tion, the Furniture Warehousemen and Re- 
movers’ Association, the Great Northern and 
Great Southern Railways. the Society of 
ima Manufacturers and Traders, Ltd., Lon- 
on. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, with Mr. J. L. Fawsett 
uil in support of the application. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., appeared for 

the Motor Traders’ Associatiot. 
Mr. E. J. Philps, K.C., and Mr. Kelly

CASE FOR THE APPLICANTS. 
Mr. Duffy, placing the application before 
the Commission, mentioned that -at. the time 
of the Union there were between 1,700 and 
2,000 employed in the carriage building 
industry in Dublin. In 1829 there were 25 
carriage works in the city: but the disaster 
of the famine nearly killed the trade. In 
1887 there were only 10 firms left in Dublin, 
but the trade gradually recovered during the 
latter part of the century, and a substantia! 
export trade was developed. Then came the 
motor car, which sounded the death knell of 
the horse-drawn vehicle. The war came. 
which engulfed the skilled men of that and 
other industries. 
Ireland, he continued, was invited bv the 
Opponents of the application to remain in 
industrial matters a nation of tinkers and 
handymen, ekeing out a living by selling 
foreign-manufactured articles, while others 
played the part of creators. They were to 
remain. like the Egvptians and Indians, born 
to be exploited. National security. national 
prosperity, and national self-respect 
clamoured for national protection of an in- 
dustry everywhere recarded and cherished as 
the most precious of national assets. Thev 
were asking nothing extraordinary. Ie would 
satisfy the Commission that motor-coach 
building could be efficiently carrfed on, and 
that there was no reason why even steel 
bodies could not he made in Ireland. A 
high standard of efficiency had been attained 
in the industry. The prige to the Irish con- 
sumer would not be raised as a result of the 
adoption of his proposal. Horse-drawn 
vehicles were also being: dumped into the 
country. He did not refer to farm «-vrts, 
which were made locally, but to traps and 
such like vehicles. 
Mr. Duffy added that the present taxes 
were only confusing, and not effective, and 
he quoted Australian ngures following the 
imposition of a tax there, which, he con- 
tended, was the fullest justification for ‘heir 
demand for the imposition of duties on bodies 
imported into Ireland in order to stimulate 
the home-made bodymaking industry. 


THE EVIDENCE. 

Mr. O'Gorman, managing director of 
Messrs. O’Gorman, sonabbeilders, Clonmel, 
was examined, and said that there were 156 
coach-building factories in the Free State, of 
which five were well equipped: ‘l'wenty-eight 
of the others were well fixed, and the balance 
might be called small, but even the smallest 
employed from four to six men. , One reason 
for the decline of the industry was the dump- 
ing of secondhand horse vehicles, wpich were 
allowed into the country free of tax. 
Answering Mr. Duffy, the witness said that 
the amount of capital sunk in the industry 
amounted to £346,500. The industry was an 
important one, and about 1,200 men were 
engaged in it; but, in addition to these, a 
large number was employed by the Tramways 
raga oóí the railways, and Henry Ford and 
on. 
Steel bodies for motor cars were becoming 
antiquated, and practically everything else 
used in the manufacture of a motor body 
could be got in this country. Touring bodies 
were almost obsolete, and that meant that 
material other than steel would in future be 
used in the saloon bodies. 
Referring to what he described as British 
propaganda, he said that manufacturers wer> 
up against a very difficult proposition in that 
direction. Some months ago he said he got 
an inquiry for an estimate for a ‘bus body 
from fileny. He went there, and on arrival 
found that an agent in Dublin, from whom an 
inquiry as to a chassis body had been made, 
was there before him, and not only did he 
book the order for a chassis, but also 
for a foreign body. He told the man 
that bodies could be made as well in this 
country and as cheaply as the foreign 
ones. He replied that he was anxious to 
get the home body, but that the agent 
had persuaded him to levy the English body, 
saying that it was very risky to get bodies 
from this side, where they had not exper'- 
enced builders. The price paid for the body 
was higher than the estimate that he sub 
mitted. The work in this country compared 
most favourably in workmanship, material, 
and finish with the imported article. 

THE ONLY SALVATION. 

Mr. O’Gorman said that, in his opinion, 
a tariff only would save the industry. . Fac- 
tories were working below their normal 
capacity, and they were looking forward to 
some measure of protection. Steel bodies 
had gone out of fashion, and were being 
replaced by fabric bodies. Steel bodies were 
not manufactured in Ireland, as a factory 
to do so would require the expenditure of a 
large amount of money. There was only one 
such. factory in France, and one in England. 
The Irish factories would be able to build 
these bodies as good and as cheaply as other 
countries.

Asked by the Chairman if it was his opinion 
that a lower standard of skill was required 
for the building of private bodies than for 
building commercial bodies, Mr. O'Gorman 
answered that he would say so—that was the 
iron work, 

He added that firms producing private 
bodies had nothing like the equipment and 
skill that they had in this country. Since the 
imposition of the motor tax in 1924 there had 
been an increase in the making of commercial 
bodies. The tariff was too low to warratit a 
change with regard to other bodies. 

The Chairman—I do not think that there 
are a great many people who will agree with 
you that 335 per cent. on foreign and 22 2-9 
}on British cars is too low. 

Mr. O’Gorman—In other countries they had 
to increase tariffs, such as in Australia, to 
capture the market. Continuing, he said 
that the trade considered that they would re- 
quire a 50 per cent. duty to get back the 
market, but when they got it back it could 
be reduced. He hr id not, however, say to 
what extent it could be reduced. 

In reply to Professor Wheleban, the wit- 
ness said that he was not applying for a 
tariff for five years. He used from to 95 

r cent. of home-grown wood in his own 
actory. 

Chairman—Is there sufficient home-grown 
timber to meet the demand if all the bodies, 
of which the figures have been given, were 
made in this country ?—At the present moment 
wood is being exported from every port in 
the country. 

There was, he continued, a prejudice against 
native coachbuilding, but not in regard to 
horse-drawn vehicles in the past, though u 
had recently come into existence. 

Answering Professor Whelehan, the witness 
said that owing to importation a number of 
their coachbuilders were idle, except in re- 
gard to horse-drawn vehicles. In Ireland 
they got no work arising out of the war, as 
they did on the other side. That attracted 
a number of skilled men and the firms there, 
because they were prepared, were able to get 
away after the war with this particular in 
dustry. The troubles in léas had placed 
a handicap on Irish firms.

Asked if a jaunting car, which was so 
fashionable in the early part of this century, 
required more skilled labour than one of those 
swanky’ motor cars seen in the city, Mr. 
O'Gorman replied in the affirmative, and 
added that these vehicles (the jaunting cars) 
required greater skill to make. Motor body 
building did require some skilled labour, but 
not a great deal. If the trade developed, 
they would be able to supply that particular 
labour. He expressed the opinion that the 
motor trade was not a luxury trade. 

Professor Whelehan—I can hardly agree 
with vou when I see the number of touring 
cars on the roads on Sundays, and when 1 
make a comparison with the number otf com- 
mercial cars and private cars in the Free 
otate. 

Mr. O’Gorman—Numbers of motor cars are 
now used, and are increasing every day, tor 
business purposes alone. 
Dr. Hinchcliffe questioned the witness with 
regard to the importation of horse drawn 
vehicies, particularly dog carts, and asked 3! 
he had seen many of these imported vehicles 
auctioned here. 

Mr. O'Gorman said that he had seen some 
of them. Such vehicles (second-hand) had to 
pay a £10 tax going into South Africa. 
They had plenty of seasoned timber here on 
hands, in view of the present conditions of 


the trade. lí there was a rush, seascned 
fimber was available in the country in 
sufficient quantity. He thought that the 


fabric saloon body fer motor cars had come 
to stay. It was introduced in America in 
1923, and it had, therefore, stood a good test. 
Dr. Hinchcliffe—There were many changes 
in motor cars in five years, and Í presume 
that there will be more. 

THE COMING OF THE ‘BUS. 

Mr. I. 8. Burke, representing the City 
Wheel Works, giving evidence in support of 
the application, said that up te two years ago 
there were practically no “buses in Dublin, 
and, when they did come, the chassis and 
bodies were remarkably efficient, which left 
the builders in Dublin and in the Free State a 
long way behind. In four of the shops of 
his firm the output was one "bus per week. 
At present they could give an advantage to 
the buyer of a ’bus of 15 to 22 per cent. under 
the English price; but there was no adequate 
advantage to the chassis builder to place for- 
ward contracts in this country. Their main 
object in making the application was to get 
chassis makers to make contracts for a certain 
period ahead with builders in the Free State. 
‘The present tariff had, in his opinion, a very 
small effect on helping the industry. If the 
application were granted it would not increase 
the price of ’buses. 

The Commission adjourned to 11 o'clock 
this morning.

Since the discussion at Rathmines Urban 
Council as to the need for a point policeman 
to direct traffic at Pertobello Bridge, the 
Council has been informed of the arrangement 
by the police authorities to have a Guard on 
duty there between the hours of 4 and 7 p.m.

week, 

At the meeting of the Council yesterday 
Mr. William Ireland inquired whether the 
Council was satisfied with the arrangement. 
His own opinion was that a Guard should be 
on duty at that busy spot from about 9 in 
the morning until about 9.70 at night. 

Mr. Benson, Chairman of the Public Health 
Committee, said that the Committee was not 
satisfied, but had accepted the proposal in the 
hope that it would be extended later. 

A resolution was passed requesting the 
police authorities to place a Guard on duty at 
Portobello Bridge from 9 a.m. to 9 p.m. daily. 

In reply to Mr. Gogan, who said that 
traders were anxious to know the position 
with regard to the use of footpaths, Mr. 
Benson said that, if the Council owned the 
footpath, no one else had any right to it. 


Mr. ‘sogan proposed, and Mr. Benson 
seconded, the following resolution :—** That 


this Council directs the surveyor to request 
the owners of property to remove unsightly 
posters from walls, posts, ete., and to have 
such walls, posts, etc., cleaned, if necessary.” 
Mr. Gogan said that they were on the eve of 
a great influx of visitors to the city, and it 
was desirable that the area for which they 
were responsible should look at its best for 
the occasion.

STUDY OF ARCHITECTURE. 


Mr. Walter Tapper, A.R.A., President of 
the Royal Institute of British Architects, 
distributed the awards at the annual prize- 
giving of the Architectural Association, Bed- 
ford square. Mr. W. H. Ansell, President, 
occupied the chair. 

Mr. Tapper said that the longer he lived 
the more he reverenced the work of the great 
masters—their inventiveness, their technique, 
and their knowledge of the minor crafts, of 
which so much had been lost in recent times. 
There would be far greater opportunities, he 
continued, in the future than in the imme- 
diate past. There were acres of mediocre 
buildings in all the industrial towns. and he 
believed that, as a result of education, before 
they got very much older the community 
would ask for something better, realising that 
architecture, painting, and the arts generally 
did count in life. That wouid give present- 
day students a big opportunity—the oppor- 
tunity of making the towns more beautiful 
than they were to-day.

ELECTRIC LOCOMOTIVES.

An order for two Diesel electric locomotives 
for the North-Western Railway, India, has 
been secured by the General Electric Co., 
Ltd., in the face of exceptionally keen Con- 
tinental competition. 

Each locomotive will be equipped with a 
200-kilowatt G.E.C. electric generator, driven 
by a 350 horse-power high-speed oil engine, 
manufactured by William Beardmore and 
Co., Ltd. The generator will supply current 
to four electric traction motors, each rated at 
85 horse-power, while elecfric control and 
braking ,equipment is also included in the 
contract. 

The design will be to the approval of the 
consulting engineers, Messrs. Rendell, Palmer 
and Tritton, under whose inspection the loco- 
motives will be built. 


HYDRO-ELECTRIC POWER 
FOR ITALY. 


— 


Lake Piediluco, on the Samnite Plateau. 
supplies the new electric power station of 
Rome and Central Italv. In 1922, at the 
magnificent Cascades of Le Marmore, near 
Terni, where a huge volume of water has for 
ages run to waste, the iron works of Terni 
started work on a vast scheme to harness the 
whole of the water-power of the falls. and 
this undertaking has now been brought to 
completion. With a fall of nearly 500 feet 
and a volume of water of 30,000 tons per 
minute, a total of 400.000 h.p. will be pro- 
duced. The water is drawn from a vast basin 
in the Abruzzi mountains, at ore end of 
which Lake Piediluco forms. near the falls. a 
large and permanent reservoir. The work 
has been possible through the utilisation and 
enlargement of an old Roman canal. dug more 
than 200 vears before the Christian era, 
nndér the direction of the Republican Consv!, 
M‘Curius Dentatus, the conqueror of the 
Samnites. 


CHEAPER ELECTRICITY. 


The future of Portobello Power Station and 
its connection with the national electricity 
scheme were discussed by Mr. Edwin Seddon, 
chief engineer and manager of Edinburgh 
Corporation s Electricity Department, when 
ne addressed the members of Edinburgh 
Retary Club. s 

The passing of the 1926 Electricity (Supply) 
Act, said Mr. Seddon, had created new con- 
ditions for ali local authorities and companies 
engaged in the public supply of electricity. 
Edinburgh Corporation, possessing one of the 
stations selected to export electricity outside 
their area of distribution, would first sell all 
the electricity produced to the Central Elec 
tricity Board at the actual cost of production. 
which included all capital charges, and would 
buy back that quantity of electricity re- 
quired for local consumption at cost o pro- 
duction, plus a proportion of the Central 
Board's expenses. It might be argued that 
as the Board’s expenses were added to Edin- 
hurgh's cost of production the Edinburgh 
public would have to pav higher rates of 
charge than at present. What would happen 
In practice was that, instead of Edinburgh 
Corporation producing for itself 170 million 
units in 1951-32, they were asked by the 
Central Board to produce 378 million ‘units, 
or 122 per cent. more than under Edinburgh’s 
own scheme. The effect of that greatly in- 
creased output would be to lower the cost, of 
production, and the reduced costs were ex- 
pected to save the Edinburgh public much 
more than the equivalent of the Board’s ex- 


penses.

REMOVING SECTIONS. 


Except in districts with a late flow from 
heather, the honey harvest of 1928 may be 
said to have finished, and all completed 
sections should be removed from the hives. 
Sections which are almost completed should 
be placed together in a super, and given to 
the strongest stocks to finish.  Partially- 
filled sections should be given to the bees to 
be emptied. The latter are practically vn- 
saleable, and the empty comb will be use 
as bait in a.super next season. 

i hen removing supers care should be 


taken to avoid undue excitement, which 
et lead to robbing and its attendant 
evils. When the honey flow ceases, bees are 


continually on the lookout tor honey, and un- 
protected supers left lying about, or honey 
carelessly exposed, will lead to robbing. 
Weak stocks usually suffer most, and, 
unless sag steps are taken to stem the 
evil, e stock will be destroyed. If 
observed in its early stages, robbing may be 
stopped by drastic action with a garden 
syringe and a bucket of water. Wet sacks, 
hung so as to conceal, but not close the 
entrance, a sheet of glass placed on the 
alighting and leaning against the front of the 
hive, providing a tunnel entrance at eac 
side, are also good methods to employ. ln 
very severe cases it may necessary to 
close the hive entrance with perforated zinc, 
or to remove the Jhive to a new site, before 
the trouble ceases. Robbing is one of those 
cases in which prevention is much better than 
cure. 


Marketing. 


The sections having been removed from 
the hive, the next question is that of mar- 
keting them. Where possible, a demand for 
honey should be created loeally. With a 
little trouble considerable quantities of 
honey can be sold in small. quantities, the 
producer thus getting a better pri, and 
assisting to prevent a glut on the central 
market, which is bound to occur if all honey- 
producers rush their wares upon the market 
at the same time. 

When preparing section honey for market 
care should be taken to remove stains from 
the wood, and also any adhering pupolis. 
The sections should be graded, as when sec- 
tions are marketed ungraded the price is 
often determined by the lower grades in the 
consignment. Cellophane, which can be 
bought at a cost of about 6d. per dozen 
sheets, makes an admirable wrapping, and 
gives an excellent finish to the section. 


Isle of Wight Disease. 


That bugbear of tke bee-keeper, Acarine 
disease, or, as it is commonly called, 1.0.W. 
disease, appears to be spreading its ravages 
again this year. Complaints are to be heard 
from many quarters, and it behoves the bee- 
keeper to have samples from any stock 
which appears to: be abnormal examined. 
Suspected bees may be sent to the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, which will report on 
the presence. or otherwise of the mite. Any 
stocks which do not appear to have pros- 
pered should be suspected. Bees are in- 
fected with the mite long before the crawl- 
ing stage ensues; in fact, this occurs only 
when a high percentage of the bees are in- 


fested, and in many cases cure is then 
very difficult or impossible. Where the 
disease is known to be present, prompt 


steps should be taken to provide remedial 
treatment, or the stocks should be destroyed ; 
otherwise it will prove a centre of infection 
to the surrounding district. 


THE VALUE OF CATCH 
CROPS. 


DEPARTMENT'S CALL TO 
FARMERS. 


The Free State Department of Agriculture 
desire to draw the attention of farmers 
throughout the Saorstat to the urgency of 
making timely provision for the sowing of 
catch crops. Reports indicate that the hay 
crop is lghter than usual, and that straw 
is short and will bulk less than the normal 
yield. In these circumstances immediate 
steps should be taken to supplement the 
supply of fodder by growing a substantially 
increaséd area of catch crops this season. 
kurthermore, since catch crops can be 
utilised to a very large extent as substitutes 
which still 


fcr purchased feeding stuffs, 

continue relatively high in price, a deter- 
mined effort should be made by land 
vwners to grow as large an area as 


possible of one or more catch crops for use 
next winter and spring. 

Advantage should be taken of the oppor- 
tunity now offered to sow rape on ground 
from which early and second early potatoes 
are at present being dug. If sown before 
the middle of August, rape should provide 
a heavy crop of excellent feeding for cattle 
and sheep in late autumn and winter. Italian 
rye-grass may also be sown as the potato 
crop is dug, and if top-dressed with liquid 
or artificial manures will yield several cut- 
tings early in the spring, when green feeding 
is scarce. 

Farmers are urged to plough as large an 
area as possible of lea oat stubble ground as 
soon as the oat crop has been cleared, a

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SMALL FARMING IN THE 
SWISS HIGHLANDS. 


- 


A SUMMER VIEW IN THE 
UPLANDS. 


These are not the highest highlands, of course. 
There, rocks and snow leave room, but only 
for a few brief weeks, for harvests of edelweiss 
and gentian alone. We write of the country 
under these, where lands 1,000 feet to 3,000 
or 4,000 feet support a sturdy, independent, 
reliant, but struggling race of small farmers; 
where, as in Ireland, the cow is a chief source 
of modest riches, and the pig a subsidiary 
support to a people whose chief assets are 
adaptability and an immense power of work. 
There are a few large farms on the uplands, 
but no “ large farming,’’ for where the area is 
beyond the average in extent some of it is 
under timber and some of it is barren rock. 
What most strikes us at the first look is its 
diversity, and those elements in the diversity 
which show a divergence from our own 
country. The rows of vines on the low, 
terraced lands are the colour of a rusted 
penny, for have they not been sprayed soon 
after dawn by that squat little man with the 
knapsack, himself the colour of the grass- 
hoppers, which rise like a perpetual fountain 
at every step one takes through the grass 
lands? The forests which crown the heights, 
the poplars which sentinel the corners and 
fringe the lake shore, the pepper trees, their 
deepening flame of berries glowing more 
vividly each ‘day—these features present an 
alien if splendid landscape to the eye. But 
presently small, homelier details suggest 
similarities to those lands the Irish farmer 
knows and understands. A field is meadow- 
ing below us. That patch of oats beside it is 
calling for the scythe, and to-morrow it will 
be no longer a yellow island in an ocean of 
green, but merely a bright stain on the hill. 
side, for the crop has fallen to his sturdy 
strokes, dealt with that amazing celerity and 
abounding energy which characterises the 
Swiss farmer, here his own labourer since 
even the bigger farmers ean do without hired 


p. 


Swiss Tillage. 

The point at which hikeness and dis- 
similarity between this farming and our 
own are merged is in this treatment of the 
cereals. It is not without importance to Ire- 
land too. On the same farm, but it may be 
at different levels, four or five shades 
of colour mark off different kinds of 
farming. The grass, cut three times yearly, 
then given for further “treatment ” to the 
cattle (which now are housed, whilst grass 
and cereals grow and are harvested), gives a 
general tone to the hillside, but that yellow 
patch of oats, a few yards square, bound by 
an oblong barbed wire fence, displays two 
other shades of green beside it, market 
garden crops, with brief French names, and 
beyond these there is a whitening line of 
wheat or some other crop for cattle-feed, all 
five or six enltures within the space of a 
ten-acre farm, all scientifically treated, all a 
part of the village farm economy, and almost 
all ‘insured against the common enemy, hail, 
as the vines are insured against disease and 
protected almost fanatically by the sprayer. 


Home Consumed Produce. 


Cattle feed, then, naturally produced, on 
the mixed farm, is one point of similarity 
between the two agricultures, and, of course, 
the cattle are the common denominator in 


both. But their treatment of the product is 
different. Here milk recording, carefully 
done, determines the value of the cow as 


cheese or butter producer, and it is to the 
dam, not to the sire, these highland farmers 
attribute the more important factors in the 
milking strain—an importance emphasised by 
the Jong-horned single-purpose type of beast, 
for whom the butcher counts but little. But, 


are for home use during the whole round of 
the year, put in the chimney for ' pre- 
servation’’ till the winter, and not, as in 
Guiyéres, hard by, sold as a table delicacy. 
The butters, too, are consumed at home, and 
one is told with pardonable pride they are 
better than the imported butters sold to the 
hotels.; Twenty or more days’ consecutive 
use of this almost daily “ make '” proves that, 
if used at once, it excels the commercial 
butters of Denmark for delicacy of flavour. 


Munster, Connaught and a Swiss 
Highland. 


We have noticed both difference and re- 
semblance in the many-coloured landscape, 
due to the mixed character of the crops tilled 
here. There are no long stretches of pasture 
land; “‘the golden vein” on this hillside is 


of a different kind from that in Munster. Re- 
sembling, but out-distancing Connaught 
in its appearance of being “ striped.” 


we learn that the remarkable differences in 
the potentialities of two tiny tracts of land 
side by side involve for each a widely dif- 
ferent treatment. This little pocket can be 
tilled, we are told, “ with a walking stick or 
with one’s hand,” and will produce its fer- 
tile crop. That bulge beside it needs intricate 
mechanical cultivation to make it bear. Is 
this complication of the simple elbowing the 
complex a disadvantage? We gather it is not. 
It has had three results. It has forced on 
those responsible a minute study of the 
lands, and J/’école d’agriculture has dis- 
covered for what purposes each small area 
is best suited. There, too, have the seeds of 
all countries been studied, experimented with, 
and now l’école will enable you to produce 
that splendid square-eared wheat. 


The Swiss Farmer Himself. 


It is because of this diversity, too, that 
means have been found to share out the good 
lands and the worse, with some regard to 
enabling each farmer to reach a modest, but 
laborious, prosperity. Co-operation comes 
with this, as we shall see. But perhaps the 
best result of all is that adaptability we men- 
tioned. For the ingenuity of these people 
leaves us far behind, and we see that there 
is loss for Ireland in being outside the mid- 
European influences of to-day. In their im- 
plements, the applications of wood to their 
vehicles of traction, the shapes of their 
knives, yet es tools for. slashing, ditching, 
digging, all adapted to local needs, they have 
sha and sharpened other things besides 
metal and timber: common-sense and good 
brains. See a Swiss farmer, before the sun 
has travelled high, stripped to the waist, his 
body the tint of chocolate, his big muscles 
standing out like a blacksmith’s, his scythe 
swinging with the celerity, assurance and de- 
cision of a trained soldier whose life depends 
on every stroke, and you may think he is 
only a highly-skilled labourer. Talk to him 


in his café in the midday while he takes his 
hours of rest (he was working at dawn with 


as this is not an exporting region, the cheeses, 


this 


furious energy, he will be no less work- 
possessed at sunset) and you will know that he 
Is an expert in the cultivation of a complex 
art. We donot envy him his hillside or his 
well-nourished frame, or even his sturdy self- 
reliance (his children, who have told you how 
to find your way, will turn away from the 
offer of a recompensing coin); what we would 
most emulate in him is his ability to turn 
disadvantageous conditions to his advantage 
y the exercise of his constantly employed 
mother wit. 


Does He Co-operate? 

But the alacrity, industry, ingenuity, based 
on sound knowledge (the kind of survey we 
have pleaded for on this page), which make 
countryside relatively prosperous—no 
beggar is seen in the villages,.there is per- 
petual cheerfulness in these sweating, labour- 
ing cultivators—all these might be lost if the 
arts of combination were unknown. «These 
men know that they must buy the equip- 
ment, seeds, manures, and all the farm re- 
tre In common if they are to succeed. 

hey know they must pool any produce they 
have for sale if it is to command its market. 
The question—Do they all co-operate’? brought 
a notable reply: no, there are two men in 
this commune who are not co-operators, 
“guí sont personnels.’ Two individualists 
in this whole countryside! There is a head- 
line for Ireland. We may not be able at 
once to have the intensive knowledge of each 
field and its cropping, or to develop this re- 
markable ability to envisage and solve the 
problem of the» day. which we see on this 
highland ; but what is to prevent the utmost 
use of combination? Nothing but the will. 


CARE OF POULTRY 
APPLIANCES. 


SOME TIMELY 


HINTS. 


Now that the busy season of chicken- 
rearing is over, and most of the ecockerels 
and old hens disposed of, the poultry- 


keeper has time to look after his houses and 
appliances. The first essential is to see that 
the roof and walls are water-tight and 
draught-proof for next winter. The next is 
a thorough disinfection and liming, for even 
though the house is cleared regularly, vermin 
increase quickly in hot weather. During 
warm weather one is inclined to overlook 
draughts caused by cracks and knot-holes, or 
small holes in the felt roofing, but when 
winter frost and gales arrive these things, if 
not previously seen to, will mean cold and 
discomfort for the fowls. 

If the roof is bad, patch it with good 
roofing-felt, and then tar it all over. If 


walls are draughty stop all cracks, Fowls 
should have plenty of fresh air, but a 
draughty house is a different matte 
Cigarette or any household tins can be 


flattened and nailed over knot-holes, as this 
makes a flatter patch than a piece of wood. 
The outside walls can then be given a coat 
of Solignum or other preservative. 


Need for Lime-washing. 


The insidé of the house should be 
thoroughly swept and scraped, paying particu- 
jar attention to the nest boxes and corners. 
It is then ready for lime-washing. This can 
be done quickly and effectively with a sprayer, 
which goes into all corners and crevices 
thoroughly. A sprayer is a great labour-saver 
to the farmer, who has many byres and fowl 
houses to whitewash. A good whitewash for 
woodwork is a pint of paraffin oil and Jhb. of 
soft soap to every four gallons of lime and 
water. 

All windows should be examined, and if not 
in working order should be settled before the 
autumn, when we want the fowl to be com- 
fortable and start their winter's work. Last 
winter, though not very cold, was particularly 
stormy. Wind seems to be one thing fowls do 
not like, so we must arrange ventilation so 
that they can be kept in their houses on 
stormy days, and have a sufficient sapply of 
fresh air without draughts. 


Storing Incubators and Brooders. . 

Before the incubators are put away, it 1s 
wise to fumigate them. We also fumigate 
between each hatch. Place one ounce of per- 
manganate of potash in a metal vessel (floor 
polish tin), pour on two ounces of commercial 
formalin, close all openings, and leave for 
three or four hours. 

As soon as the brooders become vacant they 
should be cleaned out and whitewashed. Dry 
weather is the most suitable time for doing 
this, as, if they are at all damp when put 
into some convenient outhouse, they will be 
more likely to deteriorate in winter. Another 
important point is to see that the lamps are 
quite clear of oil and dry, Renew the wicks 
if necessary. Incubators and brooders, like 
other farm machinery, should be stored with 
all parts complete, to be in readiness when 
required, E. B. 


IRISH PEDIGREE HERDS. 
NEED FOR INFORMATION. 


If delegates from the World’s Dairy Con- 
gress had arranged to spend a longer time 
in Ireland, they would have seen enough 
to partly explain the policy of our farmers. 
They were, of course, chiefly interested in 
our dairying industry, and a few remained 
over in order to see farms and creameries 
under ordinary working conditions. Some 
pedigree stock-breeders feel that advantage 
might have been taken of the visit to let 
them see a few herds of Aberdeen-Angus 
and Hereford cattle, in addition to Short- 
horns, but a study of the programme shows 
that nothing more was possible in the time 
at their disposal.: 

There are several pedigree herds convenient 
to Dublin to which attention might be 
drawn by those responsible for the reception 
of foreign. visitors in Ireland. There are 
Irish breed Societies for Shorthorn, Aber- 
deen-Angus, Hereford, Kerry, Friesian and 
Jersey cattle, apart altogether from the Irish 
Pedigree Sheep Breeders’ Association and the 
Suffolk Sheep Society of Ireland. A certain 
amount of publicity was given to their pro- 
ceedings at the time of Ballsbridge Agricul- 
tural Show in May, but after that they seem 
to hibernate, as far as the general public is 
concerned. It seems to mean that some form 
of propaganda is needed in this respect. If 
foreign visitors, with limited time, knew 
where they would see herds of the various 
breeds mentioned, new markets would pro- 
bably be established more freely than at 
present, and all concerned would benefit. 
Of course, it is not easy for stock-breeders 
to know precisely when interested foreign visi- 
tors may be expected, but whether joint or 
individual action is taken, some convenient 
form of information should be made avail- 


able.

-— 


SCOPE FOR EXPANSION. 


“ While for the present Great Britain has 
ceased to be a profitable market for Canadian 
beef cattle it may reasonably be ex- 
pected that the British market will in due 
time afford a profitable outlet for Canadian 
live-stock.’’ 

With this object in view, Messrs. R. A. 
Wright and W. Waldron, with other repre- 
sentatives of the Saskatchewan Overseas 
Live Stock Marketing Commission, made a 
three months’ tour of inquiry, which in- 
cluded visits to Ireland, Denmark and 
Russia last year. In their report of 425 pages, 
received from Mr. W. A. Wilson, Canadian 
Agricultural Products Representative in Lon- 
don, it is stated that :— 


Need for Organisation. 

"- There is plenty of scope in the Free 
State under the right conditions for a tre- 
mendous agricultural expansion. The Irish 
Free State has a slightly smaller population 
than Denmark, over 50 per cent. more ca- 
tivatable land, but ploughs only alittle over 


a third of the area ploughed in 
the latter country. But neither  pro- 
duction nor marketing is organised 


on the scientific basis prevailing in Denmark. 
The Free State’s exports of cattle, butter, 
eggs, etc , are seasonal; hence, as shipments 
gradually increase prices decline. This has 
been the usual experience of Ireland from cne 
year to another. While under these condi- 
tions prices and. volume tend to move in 
opposite directions, greater value tends to 
follow greater volume of trade. It is quite 
possible under these conditions to show a 
good national balance, which is very decep- 
tive from the standpoint of the imdividual 


producer, for whom prices may not even 
cover production costs. 
A Specific Demand. 

‘‘It should be observed that there is a 


specific demand for Irish agricultural pro- 
ducts in the British market, and that when 
supplies of these commodities are limited the 
deficit is not entirely made good by relatively 
plentiful supplies from other countries. ' 
faving examined the Irish co-operative 
movement, the Commissioners refer to the 
plans of the Irish Associated’ Creameries for 
the disposal of dairy products to greater 
advantage than in the past. This association 
seeks to prevent under-selling by organised 
marketing; to secure the delivery of Irish 
butter in good condition during warm weather 
by proper transit arrangements; and to reduce 
the expenses now incurred in marketing by 
creameries. Attention is also called to the 
Irish bacon industry, and the Irish cattle 
trade, one of the recommendations of the 
Caggnatasioners being that in view of the im- 
prVement efiected in Irish cattle by the use 
of pure-bred sires of outstanding quality, 
purchased in England and Scotland, Canada 


should do likewise. 


CULLEN HOUSE A.A. 
HERD. 


Following up the success of Mr. Alex 
Thom at Navan Show, our agricultural cor- 
respondent went to see his Aberdeen Angus 
herd at Cullen House, Slane, Co. Meath. 
Founded in 1923 by selections from some of 
the best herds in Scotland and Ireland, this 
herd, comprising 40 head, has made remark- 
able progress. Superior type and breed 
character are features which at once commarid 
attention. The cows possess deep, lengthy, 
vell set frames, and in some cases have to 
he milked in addition to nursing their calves. 
Amongst the most attractive matrons are 
Proserpine, Pinky, Pride of Ballintomb and 
Piano of Coolcower, a half-sister of this 
years champion at Ballsbridge. Another 
lemaie that catches the eye of stockmen is the 
level, good quartered Propriety by Black 
ands of Coolcower, and out of Proserpine, 
one of the most vagpable animals in the herd.

There are two stock bulls, Earl Benson of 
Cullen, a symmetrical home-bred that has 
won many prizes, including reserve for the 
breed championship, and for the male cham- 
pionship at Dublin, and Black Bands of Wool 
rower, a sive that has given a good accuunt 
of himself as a winner and otherwise. 


WICKLOW MOUNTAIN 
SHEEP. 


A NEW FLOCK BOOK. 

Two hundred and twenty rams and 1,368 
ewes have been passed for registration in 
Vol. I. of the Flock Book of the Wicklow 
Mountain Sheep Breeders’ Society. Wicklow 
Mountain Sheep have a reputation far beyond 
their native mountains, and there is an ever- 
increasing demand for them in the adjacent 
counties of Dublin, Meath, Kildare, Carlow 
and Wexford, owing to their hardness of 
constitution, their comparative freedom from 
foot rot and other diseases, and the rapidity 
with which they fatten when placed on low- 
land pastures. The ewes are excellent for 
crossing purposes, and, being good milkers, 
will produce early maturing lambs on fair 
keep if mated with suitable rams. 

By the formation of the Wicklow Moun- 
tain Sheep Breeders’ Society an organised 
efiort is being made to develop the breed 
from within. Two annual inspections of 
rams and ewes have been carried out, and the 
first volume of the Flock Book now before 
us should act as a further incentive to im- 
provement. 

The Inspection Committee comprises :— 
Captain A, J. McCarthy, Live Stock Inspec- 
tor, Department of Agriculture; Messrs. 
Terence Byrne, Thomas Snell, J. Kavanagh, 
James Mulhall, Patrick Murphy, Patrick 
Nolan, and .E. MeGauran, B.Sc., Co, In- 
structor in Agriculture. Mr. M. T. Fenton 
is President, and Mr. J, J. Kavanagh Vice- 
President. of the Society, while Mr. G. P. 
Byrne, Courthouse, Wicklow, is Hon Secre- 
tary. 

Amongst the objects of the Society, as set 
out, are:—The development and mainten- 
ance, of Wicklow sheep as a pure breed ; 
the publication of a Flock Baok; the award- 
ing of prizes or certificates of merit for 
Wicklow sheep at selected shows; the 
arrangement, of special sales for Wicklow 
pure-bred sheep; the spread of information. 
Wagering the breed ; and co-operafion for any 

these objects. with. the Department. of 
Agriculture and other bodies interested in 


sheep breeding.

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RURAL DEMAND FOR 
ELECTRICITY. 


In the early part of last year the British 
Electricity Commissioners decided to under- 
take a general review of the question of 
rural electrification in Great Britain. A 
conference was convened, presided over by 
Sir Harry Haward, and attended by repre- 
sentatives of Government Departments and 
associations and individuals interested in the 
matter. The investigations lasted for six 
months, and the report of the conference 
has now been issued as a Blue-book. 

The conference appointed two sub-com- 
mittees to investigate and report on the 
following aspects of rural] electrification :— 

-(1) The nature and extent of the potential 
demand for electricity in rural areas: 

(2) The bearing and general effect on rural 
development of the price of supply and the 
cost of electrical equipment. 

The report of Sub-committee I. points out 
that ‘the nature of the present demand for 
electricity by rural communities and farms is 
of the same general character as that obtain- 
ing in urban areas; that no distinctive 
applications of electricity pertaining only to 
rural or agricultural operations have hitherto 
been adopted in any general way in the 
country; but that much scope exists for the 
further application of electricity in farming 
and horticultural work. The introduction of 
electricity into rural districts, coupled with a 
good motor transport service (which usually 
follows) has been shown to stimulate build- 
ing and other developments, and to en- 
courage the removal of dwellers and small in- 
dustries from urban centres. “While. no esti- 
mate can be made of the possibilities in this 
direction, it is apparent, says the Snb- 
committee, that the process of rural 
electrification will be definitely facilitated by 
even a small measure of decentralisation of 
industry and population. 


The outstanding conclusion of the Sub- 
committee is contained in the following state- 
ment '— 

““TIt is evident that for economic reasons 


rural! electrification cannot be proceeded with 
to the extent of placing a supply of electri- 
city at the service of every inhabitant, farm 
and other premises throughout rural Britain. 
There is no doubt that the prospects in the 
sparsest and most remote areas are of such 
a low order as to preclude, or, at any rate, 
delay for many years to come, the establish- 
of a public supply on a remunerative basis, 
even under the most favourable conditions of 
capital expenditure on rural distribution. It 
has been variously estimated that up to 50 
per cent. of the more sparsely populated 
rural portions of the country is likely to fall 
within this category. 

“With regard to the suburban and less- 
sparsely populated. rural areas, the Sub- 
committee have come to the conclusion that 
the prospects of demand are of a much more 
encouraging character, and are likely to 
justify the extension of an electrical service 
to a considerable proportion of the popula- 
tion of such areas: This development can 
only proceed by stages, and in view of the 
natural tendency to deal initially with the 
most promising. centres, some time must 
elapse before electrification can be carried to 
the more remote centres on the outskirts of 
areas of supply.” 

The broad conclusion at which the Subh. 
committee arrived was that a potential de- 
mand growing to the order of 230,000,000 
units a year in the course of, say, the next 
ten years is indicated for rural areas 
where supply powers already exist. 

The recommendations adopted by the con- 
ference include :— 

That the Electricity Commissioners be 
asked to regard the development of elec- 
tricity supply in rural areas as a special 
branch of their work to which continuous 
attention should be devoted, and to consider 
the advisability of appointing a special-egicer 
for the purpose; and that the principal 
Government Departments concerned be asked 
to consider jointly the question of taking 
steps to secure the further investigation of 
various aspects of rural electrification, in- 
cluding the collation and issue of particulars 
likely to assist development. 


MANCHESTER POWER STATION 
PLANS. 


Two of Manchester’s power stations are to 
be used by the Central Control Board under 
the Electricity Supply Act scheme for the 
North-West of England with North Wales. 

Under the scheme it is contemplated that 
the Manchester Corporation will extend the 
Barton station, which is alreadv one of the 
largest in the country, by. installing another 
unit of 40,000 kilowatts before the winter of 
1930-31. Barton will be used as a base load 
station and the Stuart street station as a day 
load station. ' 

It was also suggested that a new station of 
50,000 kilowatts capacity shall be completed 
at Carrington by the winter of 1934-35. 
During the five years ending March, 1935, 
the Commissioners » estimate a -saying, of 
£268,000 td the Manchester undertaking, this 
large sum being relatively less than half the

Serb and Croat. 


The hybrid State of Yugo-Slavia—the 
triune Kingdom of the Serbs, Croats and 
Slovenes—is becoming once more the storm 
centre of South-Eastern Europe. A few 
weeks ago the protracted squabbles between 
the Serbs and Croats came to a head when 
one of the latter's leaders, M. Paul 
Raditch, was shot dead in the Belgrade 
Skupshtina by a fanatical Montenegrin. 
Immediately after this event the Croatian 
deputies withdrew from the Chamber, and 
refused to have anything further to do 
with the Skupshtina until a general 
election had been held. The Serbian 
Government refused to grant an _ elec- 
tion, that the Nettuno 
Conventions—agreements that had been 
made provisionally with Italy—must 
be ratified before Parliament could 
be ‘ dissolved. M. Raditch, uncle of 
the man who had been murdered, would 
not hear of this suggestion, and the atti- 
tude of the Croats became so dangerous 
that the Government was forced to resign. 
King Alexander first asked M. Raditch 
himself to form a coalition Cabinet; but 
the Croatian leader was adamant, and 
His Majesty then entrusted the task of 
government to General Hajitch, formerly 
Minister for War. Ten days ago General 
Hajitch was compelled to abandon his 
attempt to form a Government, as the 
Serbian party refused to support a dis- 
solution, and the Croats swore that they 
would not sit again in the Skupshtina 
in which their comrade had been 
murdered. Finally, the King sent for 
Father Koroshetz, leader of the Slovene 
clerica] party, who, being neither a Serb 
nor a Croat, seemed to have a fair chance 
of success. After much difficulty Father 
Koroshetz managed to form a Cabinet of 
sorts; but he promptly incensed the 
Croats by his decision to summon the 
Skupshtina for the purpose of passing 
the Nettuno Conventions. The Croatian 
deputies ‘renewed their pledge to boycott 
Belgrade, and there seems now to be small 
hope of a compromise between the warring 
parties. 

What the Croats want is unknown. Some 
of them, claiming full rights of “' self- 
determination,’’ seem to be anxious to set 
up a Croatian Republic, thus adding yet 
another to the congeries of Balkan States. 
Others declare that they will bé satisfied 
‘with a solution akin to the present 
relationship between Great Britain and 
the Irish Free State, while more moderate 
leaders would be satisfied with consider- 
ably less. Every Croat, however, is in 
favour of a Parliament of some kind at 
Zagreb. The Slovenes also are dis- 
contented, although they are less noisy 
than the Croats, and the various other 
minorities in Yugo-Slavia seem to 
be thoroughly out of hand. Highly 
centralised government does not suit a 
country in which there are so many 
different races with conflicting. interests; 
and the Serbs made the initial mistake of 
trying to govern entirely from Belgrade. 
.A like fault was one of the primary 
causes of the Austrian Empire’s downfall. 
If the Emperor Franz Josef had consented 
twenty years earlier to a measure of 
decentralisation, the great war might 
have been avoided, and the Dual 
Monarchy still might have been in 
Will the Serbs profit by the 
the Austrians? Sooner or 
later, if some concessions are not made 
now to the Croats, the triune Kingdom 
will dissolve into its elements and the 
great experiment of the Southern Slavs 
will come to nothing. No outside Power 
can help Yugo-Slavia in this matter; she 
must decide for herself. All modern 
experience goes to prove that a race 
cannot be governed against its will, and 
in their present mood the Croats 
certainly have no desire to be governed 
by the Serbs.

Fruits of the Coal Strike. 


Two years ago, led astray by the 
Utopian promises of revolutionaries, the 
miners of Britain brought upon them- 
selves a large and permanent reduc- 
tion of employment. When some of the 
closed mines re-opened, it was to face 
an intensified struggle for existence, and 
many pits never re-opened at all. An 
account of the battle for survival is given 
in the report of the Secretary for Mines 
for the year 1927, which has been issued 
this week. The year opened with a burst 
of activity, due to the urgent need to 
replenish stocks. As compared with the 
previous year, output of coal increased by 
some eight million tons, and exports by 
about half a million tons. The economies 
sought by the lengthening of the working 
day—against which the men had fought 
in vain—were realised, and the output of 
coal per shift was increased by 14 per 


cent. Owing to shortage of stocks among 
retailers prices were high. During the 
first quarter of the year these encouraging |. 


Soon, how- 


passed output and prices fell, and employ- 
ment SS esal During the first quarter of 
the year a profit of about one shilling on 
every ton raised was made, but during the 
second quarter there was 4 Joss of a 
shilling a ton. Before the end of the year 
502 pits, employing 55,600 workers, were 
closed once more. The export trade has 
diminished. Protection of the French and: 
Spanish markets in the interest of the 
French and Spanish mines has closed im- 
portant markets. Intensive competition 
in foreign countries has appeared in the 
shape of Polish coal. Lands competing 
with England in the coal industry are 
stated to make a far more liberal use 
of pneumatic picks and other labour- 
reducing devices. During 1927 there were 
1,128 fatal accidents in British mines, 
and 173,449 persons suffered injuries that 
did not result in death. 


Shocks for Schoolboys. 


Apparently there is no end to the 
nondérs—some would say the horrors—of 
electricity. When the current generated 
at Ardnacrusha .is distributed over the 
Irish Free State, electricity will milk the 
cows, assist the hens in egg-production, 
plough the fields and make the butter. 
Electricity will cook the dinner, mend the 
stockings, and tan the complexion of the 
city-dweller. Will it also teach children 
their lessons at school? This possibility 
is suggested by the address of Professor 
A. E. Heath, of Swansea, to the Summer 
Séhool of the British Social Hygiene 
Council at Cambridge. Professor Heath 
once had a pupil, clever in conversation, 
but apparently stupid at lessons. The boy 
could not write properly. He held his 
pen so tightly and pressed so heavily on 
the paper that he was tired out at the 
end of a line. Professor Heath did not 
resort to the rod. He did not detain the 
boy after his playfellows had left, school. 
He resorted to none of the harsh,. old- 
fashioned, methods of correcting the per- 
verse or spurring on the lazy. He simply 
rigged up an electrical contrivance by 
which the boy was required to write 
letters between two lines on cardboard 
with a special steel pen that made and 
broke contacts. When the pen touched 
the line there was a buzzing noise, and 
when it went too far beyond it a bell rang. 
Whenever the boy pressed too hardly he 


| received an electrical shock in the back of 


the neck. In six months the pupil was 
writing easily with a ‘‘stylo’’ pen, and 
was in the first three of the class instead 
of the last three. Afterwards he went to 
Cambridge and ‘ did very well.”’ The 
old world thus is ahead of the new; for 
in America they commit only their 
criminals to the electric chair.

A CABINET MEETING 


69 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Wepxtspay Nicar. 


Special importance was attached to the 
Cabinet meeting at No. 10 Downing stree; 
this morning, since it was the last of the 
session, and it. was supposed that the 
Prime Minister would have something on} 
of the usual to say to its members. Quit. 
a little crowd gathered to watch the 
arrival of the Ministers, and it was noted 
that they all seemed to be unusually 
serious as they. approached “the Prime 
Minister’s portals. Sir William Joynson. 
Hicks, the Home Secretary, was one of 
the first to arrive, having walked from his 
department, which is just round the 
corner in Whitehall. Immaculate} ry 
turned out, he passed along in the most 
dignified manner, but he did not give the 
spectators his usual beaming smile, nor 
would he consent to stand and pose for 
the photographers. Mr. Churchill fo) 
lowed soon afterwards, looking very tired 
and somewhat grim. Lord Balfour dro:. 
up in his new Rolls-Royce. A notable 
absentee was Sir Austen Chamberlain, 
who has a chill. 


Safeguarding. 


The proceedings at the Cabinet Council 
were protracted ; but it is rumoured that 
nothing of an awkward = character 
occurred, apart from the fact that the 
Prime Minister made it clear that he 
would maintain the principle of Cabinet 
responsibility, and that members of his 
Government must not make speeches sn: 
gestive of opposition to the policy laid 
down by him. Sir William Joynson. 
Hicks, it is said, explained his position 
with the assertion that his speech could 
in no sense be regarded as a declaration 
of Government policy. In Government 
circles it is thought that the incident i: 
now ended, and that nothing further will 
be heard of it. At the same time, it will 
have to be recognised by the Conservative 
Party, including the many advocates of 
safeguarding, that the Prime Minister 
does not intend to adopt any form of 
protection as a plank in his platform for 
the coming general election. No doubt 
this will be a+ sore disappointment to 
these members: but, on reflection, the 
majority of them will agree that Mr. 
Baldwin is right. 


Party Prospects. 


In the Lobby ‘this afternoon 
siderable relief was expressed at the 
termination of a situation which, at one 
time, threatened to become extreme!r 
dangerous, and it is also thought that 
recent events may have a solidifying 
effect upon the party as a whole. At an: 
rate, the real danger of a split has been 
averted, and this is all to the good. 

The House of Commons has not ret 
had an opportunity of hearing an 
official view of the situation created 
by the Home. Secretary’s speech \ 
question was down on the paper regard- 
ing that speech and the speech of M: 
Churchill in the House of Commons, and 
would have been answered this afternoon, 
but certain objection was taken to the 
form in the Speaker's Office, and it has 
been revised and will be put to-morrow 
The Prime Minister may take the oppor- 
tunity presented by the question of 
stating the full position of the Govern- 
ment with regard to safeguarding, and. in 
some ways, it is desirable that he should 
do so. 


The New Archbishop. 


Dr. Temple, the new Archbishop of 
York, had dropped out somewhat from 
the list of possibles for the vacancy created 
by the translation of Dr. Lang, chiefly 
on the ground of his youth. Only as 
recently as 1913 he was unable to accept 
a canonry at Westminster because he had 
not been sufficiently long in Holy Orders 
The following year, however, saw him rector 
of the famous Church of St. James's 
Picaadilly, where he remained for only 
three years. It is said that Dr. Temple. 
who is a son of the famous archbishop 
who crowned .King Edward, considers that 
he has a mission to adapt the Church o! 
England to the:needs of the time, and in 
the current issue of the Contemporary, 
Review he examines the rea] function of 
the State in regard to the individual and 
the commanity, and definitely lays down 
that, when in pursuance of those function: 
the State encroaches on “that higher life 
which the State itself exists to subserve 
it ought to be resisted. Dr. Temple is 
strong advocate for the revision of the 
Prayer-book.

AMERICAN CRACKS 
BEATEN.

AMSTERDAM, Wednesday. 
Four fina!s stood on to-day’s athletic 
programme of the Olympic Games. Two 
of the championships went to South 
African and Canadian athletes - respect- 
ively, making five great Empire victories 
in three days. 
The 110. metres hurdles that S. J. M. 
‘Atkinson won for South Africa provided 
a classic race. ‘The order of the draw was 
Weightman Smith (South Africa), ‘out- 
side, then Collier (U-.S.A.), Atkinson, 
Anderson (U.S.A.), Gaby (Great Britain), 
and Dye (U.S8.A.). The field. got away 
beautifully, and. took the first hutdle ,all 
together. Then Weightman Smith seemed 
to forge ahead slightly; but it. was only 
for a moment, for Atkinson held him, The 
American trio came together at the half- 
way with a strong challenge, and Weight- 
man Smith and Gaby fell slightly behind. 
A THRILLING FINISH. 

In the penultimate’ flight Atkinson’s 
golden-haired head bobbed up a fraction of 
a second before those of Anderson arid 
Collier. 
could hold them, but the South African 
showed indomitable grit, 
thrilling burst of speed on the run-in he 
breasted the tape inches ahead of 
Anderson. á 

A great British cheer rang out over the 
Stadium for the third day in succession. 
Atkinson beamed with pride as he came 
into. the dressing-room after his remark- 
able victory over America’s best man. 
It is a tremendously eneouraging fact 
that the British overseas competitors, 
trained so unostentatiously and backed by 
such. modest funds, are meeting with 
success at every turn, firstly against the 
pick of the world’s athletes, and secondly 
against one of the most elaborately 
organised and carefully trained teams 
that has ever set out in quest of Olympic 
honours—the United States contingent. 
Admittedly the Americans did not con- 
sider the track events as their forte, 
but with men like Dye, their inter- 
coliegiate champion; Stephen Anderson, 
the Washingtonian, and Collier, of Brown 
University, they fully expected to retain 
the High Hurdles as their special preserve. 
Atkinson upset their calculations once

A CANADIAN VICTORY. 
After a quiet interval during the 
running of the steeplechase heats, in 
which none of the British qualified, we 
came to the 200 Metres final, in which 
Rangeley, of Great Britain, and Williams 
and Fitzpatrick, of Canada, battled 
against Koernig and Schueller, of Ger- 
many, ahd Scholz, of the United States, 
the 1924 Olympic champion.

_ The coming race is to be a genuine road 
race, and not a mere speed brink for specially 
constructed racing cars. The prize is the 
Royal’ Automobile Club International 
Tourist Trophy, with which goes a purse 
of £1,000. The second and third prizes 
are £300 and £200 respectively. 

Captain Malcolm Campbell, the famous 
speed motorist, has announced his inten- 
tion of taking part, and it is estimated 
that the speeds attained will average 90 
to 100 miles per hour. 


ACCOMMODATION FOR PUBLIC. 


All- the arrangements have been eom- 
pleted under the auspices of the Royal 
Automobile Club. The Ards Circuit has 
been gone over atid prepared for the race; 
and the signs, flags and other incidentals 
of the course are betnmg erected. The 
matter of public accommodation has 
received serious ‘consideration, and two 
Ulster clubs are co-operating with the 
R.A.C. in the erection of stands and the 
supply of other facilities. 

A covered stand is being erected’ oppo- 
site the start, capable of accommodating 
3,000 people, and from this vantage point 
it will be possible to follow the whole 
race. Facing the stand will be a large 
score board on which. will be shown the 
position of every car throughout the race. 
Below the stand, and in full view, will be 
the ‘‘ pits,’’ where drivers will replenish 
their cars and carry out the necessary. 
repairs. SLoud speakers will he installed 
at various points on the stand, by means 
of which all news regarding the race, 
including - reports from the marshals 
around the course, from the pits and from 
the timekeepers will be broadcast. 

Between twenty and thirty other stands 
are. being erected at vantage points 
around the course. 

Behind the grand stand, and at the 
sides overlooking the course will be an 
enclosure wifh refreshment tents and 
cloakroom accommodation. The official 
car park will adjoin the enclosure. 


THE HANDICAPPING. 


The. starting- point is at Dundonald, 
about five miles from Belfast, and easy of 
access by train or omnibus. 

Thé competing cars will be classed and 
handicapped as follows :— 

Cars with, engines exceeding .500 c.c. and 
up to 750 c.c. will be credited with five 
laps before the start. 

Cars with engines exceeding 750 c.c. and 
up to 1,100 c.c, will be credited with three 
Japs before the start. 

Cars with engines exceeding 1,100 c.c. 
and up to 2,000 c.c. will be credited with 
two laps before the start. 

Cars with engines exceeding 2,000. c.c. 
and up to 3;000 c.c. will be credited with 
one lap before the start: 

Cars with engines exceeding 3,000 c.c. 
will start from scratch. 

All the cars will start at the same 
time 


RACING REGULATIONS. 

They will be lined up at the starting 
point four abreast, the heavier cars first 
and the lighter cars following in rotation. 
When the signal for the start is given the 
driver and mechanic will proceed to put 
up the hood of their car, and to start the 
engine by the electric starting motor with 
which it must be equipped. At the end of 
two laps all the cars must draw up at 
their pits, lower the hood, stop the engine. 
and re-start it again with the electric 
starting motor. 

Whenever the car is brought to the pit 
for fuel or repairs all the work must - 
done by the driver and his mechanic, 
without help frcm the mechanics at the 
pit. At all times that the motor car is 
brought to a halt the engine must be 
stopped, and started again with the electric 
starting motor. 


A REAL ENDURANCE TEST. 


Everything, in short, is done to make 
the race a real endurance test for the 
cars. ‘There are all sorts of regulations 


as to weight, size of body, seats, wind- 


screen, wheel-rims, etc., as well as 
authority empowering the Club to stop 
any competitor whose car has become 
dangerous. A car is considered dangerous 
if it emits too much exhaust smoke.

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LETTER. - 


BARRISTERS’ SUPPORT. 


In legal .circles—not’ exclusively, but 
specially—a topic much discussed in 
Dublin yesterday was the letter from Mr. 
Dudley White, K:C., which appeared in 
vesterday’s Irish Times. It became plain 
that the subject of his letter—the disad- 
vantage to various parties of long days’ 
sittings in the Central Crimina] Court in 
Dublin—has been exercising many minds, 
and that a lead-in the expression of 
opinion ‘on the matter was welcomed. 

In his letter, Mr. Dudley White, who is 
one of the counsel normally engaged in 
prosecuting for the State in the Centra! 
Criminal Court, calls public attention to 
what he describes as “the law's long 
days,” which, he fears, ‘will soon 
become a by-word of reproach, as from 
the start of law the law’s delays used to 
be.” He complains of the long hours of 
sitting in a number of cases tried in the 
Courthouse, Green street, Dublin, during 
the past three years since -the. Central 
Criminal Court has been -set up. He 
mentions a case, in November. 1925, in 
which the Court sat from 10.30 a.m. till 
11.55 p.m.—13 hours and 25 minutes— and 
he gives several other instances in which 
the Court sat for almost as long a ‘time, 
and in one case till 1.50 o'clock the next 
morning. Mr. White says that such long 
sittings are a source of great inconveni 
ence to jurors, counsel and journalists, 
and that the practice is prejudicial to the 
fair trial of the accused person. 

THE POSITION OF COUNSEL. 

Speaking to a representative of the 
Trish Times on the subject, Mr. Alec 
Lynn, who has a large criminal business 
in the Courts, said that everything stated 
by Mr. White was perfectly trae with 
regard to the difficulty of the prosecu 
tion. But what, he asks, about the 
position of the defence in a _ capital 
charge? There are generally two or three 
counsel for the prosecution, while for the 
defence there is only one junior counse! 
who must bear the entire burden and 
watch every detail of the evidence which 
might be adduced against the prisoner, 
and who feels on his shoulders the respon- 
sibility for the life of a man who, pre- 
sumably, is innocent. The - prosecuting 
counsel examine their witnesses by turns, 
each of the other having a rest, while for 
the defending counsel there is no respite. 
It has long been the rule at common law 
that a single junior counsel would ba 
assigned for the defence of a poor person 
who has been indicted on a capital charge. 
In England a recent case has shown, 
according to the best opinion, that this 
provision for the defence is totally 
inadequate, and consequently a bill has 
actually been introduced in the House of 
Commons with the object of providing 
that a proper defence shall be available 
to any poor person who is charged with a 
capital offence. 

It should be noted, said Mr. Lynn, that 
this provision is to be found in an 
English Statute which does not exist in 
Ireland. The State provides for the 
defence of a poor prisoner in the case ol 
every serious offence with which he might 
be charged. With regard to Mr. White s re- 
ference to the habit of mind which causes 
prosecuting counsel to under-estimate the 
time a case will take to finish, it is only 
necessary to remark that it is the prose- 
euting counsel only who are consulted by 
the judge on this matter, and who in 
variably give an answer of which Mr. 
Dudley White very properly complains. 

THE EXHAUSTED PRISONER. 

Mr. W. J. Gleeson, K.C., when asked 
his opinion on the subject of Mr. Dudley 
White’s letter, said :—“In my experience 
as an advocate, and in my days at the 
Junior Bar, when I practised extensively 
in Green street, I am well aware that it is 
almost impossible for a prisoner to take 
an intelligent interest in the procedings 
when he is plysically, and, perhaps, 
mentally, exhausted by the strain of a 
long day in court. Nowagays, when 
the prisoner is allowed to give evidence 
on his own behalf, it is a cruel thing to 
expect him to go into the witness chair 
and face an examination and cross- 
examination when he is im a state of 
mental and physical fatigue." 

It is, said Mr. Gleeson, almost impos- 
sible for counsel for the defence in a 
criminal trial, where the duty of defend- 
ing his client is, as a rule, committed 
to one man, to be in a condition to assist 
to the fullest extent in the administra- 
tion of justice at the close of a long 
day, when the “game’’ is not played 
by his opponents, who insist upon carry- 
ing the trial to an unreasonably late 
hour. Even the judge himself, said Mr. 
Gleeson, can scarcely be in a proper 
physical and mental state coolly and im- 
partially to comduct a criminal trial if 
he imposes: too much strain upon his 
physical and mental resources, if he sits 
longer than the usual hours, which ex- 
perience has shown to be from 11 a.m. 
till 4, or at latest 5, p.m. 

“ MOST UNDESIRABLE.” 

I think, concluded Mr. Gleeson, that 
it is very public-spirited on the part of 
Mr. Dudley White, ogcupying, as he does, 
the position of State prosecutor, that he 
should fearlessly express his views in the 
way he has done. Mr. White's reputa- 
tion for impartiality has never for a 
moment. been doubted by the profession. 

Mr. E. Byrne, a member of the Junior 
Bar, agreed with Mr. Dudley White and 
with Mr. Gleeson and Mr. Lynn, that 
long day sittings of the Criminal Court 
were most undesirable from many points 
of view.

-& protest against the modern craze for 
speed in education and a plea for time to 
see things as they are and think correctly 
wére the ndtes of an address delivered by 
Sir, Hugh Allen, Director of the Royal 
College of Music, London, who presided 
at the dinner given last night at New 
College, Oxford, to inaugurate the 
summer course in music-teaching, which 
begins to-day. 

The human machine nowadays runs so 
fast that it is difficult to know how to 
stop it, said Sir Hugh, and the conse- 
quence is we feel that we have to keep 
going, or else there will be some disaster. 
But sooner or later, if we go on at this 
rate, there will be.a catastréphe. We 
are not making any greater headway 


through it; fof we are so engrossed with 


speed that we cannot stop to think and 
cannot get down to- bedrock. 

We are ali like the present-day 
motorists, who do a hundred miles in no 
time, and then waste time at the other 
end in talking about the terrific speed 
they got up and the number of narrow 
shaves they had. But I would bet a 
penny to a pound that the motorist sees 
less in his hundred miles than the walker 
sees in one. 

In my young days we had more time to 
think than in these days of short cuts. 
Short cuts are invariably a long way 
round in the end, and usually they end in 
disaster, particularly where education is 
concerned. 


CANADA’S GREAT 
GRAIN CROP. 


BRITISH UNEMPLOYED 
FOR HARVESTING,

From ‘‘ Tue Times’ CoOnRRESPONDENT. 
OTTAWA, Tuesday. 

The proposal] of the British authorities 
and transport companies to send to 
Canada ten thousand unemployed _ to 
supplement the domestic supply of labour 
for harvesting the probably “record ” 
grain crop this year has been under con- 
tideration at a conference between the 
Immigration and Labour Departments and 
the transport companies during the past 
few days. 

While it is admitted that Canada must 
have an influx of harvesters of approxi- 
mately fifteen thousand men to handle 
the harvest in the Prairie Provinces, it is 
also recognised that provision must be 
made for taking care of those brought in 
from overseas after the harvest has been 
gathered in. 

When in 1923 ten thousand harvesters 
were brought from Great Britain and em- 
ployed in the harvest fields of the Prairie 
Provinces, great difficulty followed the 
cessation of harvesting operations, and 
many of the immigrants became a burden 
on the Western’ municipalities when they 
found themselves out of work at. the be- 
ginning of the winter, and at the low peak 
of Canadian unemployment 

The Dominion authorities.do not wish 
a repetition of this state of affairs. A 
proposal has, therefore, been made to the 
transport companies that they. should 
guarantee to return to Great. Britain at 
reduced rates any unemployed harvesters, 
and the suggestion is made that a fare of 
£6 should be fixed. The companies, how- 
ever, have not thus far agreéd to the pro- 
posal, and the British Government are 

eing consulted with regard to a contribu- 
tion by them towards the ocean fares of 
the immigrants.

EFFECT ON CLONMEL FAIR.

Owing to an outbreak of foot-and-mouth 
disease at York, thirty-four pigs and four 
cattle taken from the area to the Nottingham 
Show of the Royal Agricultural Society. had 
to be kept in isolated premises. 

The Ministry of Agriculture also ordered 
that all animals leaving the showground were 
to be licensed back to their destination. 

The Council of the Royal Agricultural 
Society, which met in London yesterday, 
decided to represent to the Ministry the 
advantage in the case of future outbreaks 
when the show is being held of sending «ll 
the animals from the infected area back to 
that area by train, and isolating them on the 
owner's premises. 

The Society s eighthy-eighth annual exhibi- 
tion of live-stock and agricultural produce 
will be held at Harrogate from July 9 to 
July 13 next year. 


CATTLE PATHOLOGY, 

In the recent competitive examination for 
the Society’s prize for cattle pathology, the 
silver medal was gained by Mr. J. S. 
Steward, of Gwynne House, Hereford, and 
the bronze medal by Mr. J. 8. Stevenson, of 
East Dereham.

In connection with the “" hold-up ” in 
Boomer. street,. Belfast, in. which a rent-col- 
lector named Cecil Lyons was attacked and 
wounded on the 9th July, an unusual prose- 
cution was t before Mr. O'Donoghue, 
R.M., in the Belfast Custody Court yester- 
day, when. James Byrne, of Divis street, 
appeared on a summons. charged with “' un- 
lawfully and without lawful excuse refusing 
when called upon by George Ernest Shiels, 
a constable of the Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
to aid and assist him in arresting Peter 
Carleton, then and there being armed with 
a pistol, and who, in the presence of the 
defendant, assaulted the constable, and re- 
sisted apprehension by him on a charge of 
felony, and escaped from apprehension.

CONSTABLE’S EVIDENCE. 

Constable Shiels stated that he was on 
duty in Divis street on 9th July, dressed in 
plain clothes. . He heard a shot fired in 
Boomer streét, and he went there. He met 
a man armed with a pistol, and got in grips 
with him and disarmed him and endeavoured 
to arrest him. . A large hostile crowd 
assembled, and attacked the witness and 
kicked him, As he was holding the prisoner 
he saw the defendant standing three or four 
yards from him among the crowd.

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DISTRESS IN BELFAST. 


GUARDIANS’ ACTION 
CRITICISED. 

The action of the Belfast Guardians in de- 
clining to make provision for the payment 
of relief out of the workhouse to unemployed 
and others unable to find work, notwithstand- 
ing the protest of the Northern Ministry of 
Home Affairs, was criticised at the meeting 
of the Belfast Corporation yesterday. 

Alderman Byrne (Nationalist) said that the 
Guardians had been persistent in turning 
down poor law relief; but he was glad that 
the Government had shown that they did not 
approve of their action. He regretted to 
say that never in the history of the city were 
peoplesin such a state of starvation. He 
knew many people with very little clothing, 
and no money to buy food, who were unable 
to get work, . There was more poverty in 
Belfast to-day thah twelve months ago. 

The Lord Mayor said that they could not 
discuss the policy of another Board. 

Alderman Byrne suggested that the 
Government. and Corporation should combine 
to introduce relief schemes. The ratepayers 
would not object to one penny in the £ being 
devoted to such relief. : 

Councillor Henderson thought that the Lord 
Mayor should -initiate an arrangement with 
the Guardians to institute some. scheme to 
ease the situation. 

Councillor Sir William Coates, Chairman of 
the Committee, said that the Council had 
undertaken relief scheme before and he was 
sure they would be willing to do more m 
that direction,

EXTENSION TO OTHER 
DISTRICTS. 


The proposal to supply various towns in 
Northern ireland with electricity from the 
central station in Belfast was referred to at 
meeting of the Belfast Corporation yester- 

ay. 

Alderman Byrne urged an _ extension of 
supply to Andersonstown, and he specially 
drew attention to the demand for electricity 
that existed in the Glen road, where there 
lived a large body of ratepayers, who were 
entitled to the privileges enjoyed by others in 
the city area and t outside. 

Councillor Maguire said that, as a resident 
in the district, he had personal experience of 
the lack of the many services of the Corpora- 
tion enjoyed by ratepayers in other areas. 

Councillor T, Henderson, M.P., inquired 
what steps were being taken in regard to 
negotiations for supplying Bangor and other 
areas with electricity. He thought that there 
should be developments on these lines. 

Councillor G. Gray urged that electricity 
extensions should be carried out to Cregagh. 

Major Hail-Thompson, Chairman of the 
Committee, replying, said that with regard to, 
Bangor negotiations were proceeding. He 
agreed with Councillor Henderson that it was 
in the best interests of Ulster as a whole that 
all electricity supplies should be taken from 
one source. It would be more economical. in 
the long run, and they all hoped that in 
Ulster a similar plan would be adopted as 
was about to be put into operation in England 
and Scotland. With reference to a supply to 
Andersonstown, the canvass had not yet been 
completed, but he felt justified in saying that 
the demand would be complied with. The 
Cregagh demand was stil! under consideration.

WESTMINSTER, Wednesday. 

When the Speaker took. the chair this 
aftexnoun the House of Commons looked as if 
many of its members had left for the holidays. 
Towards the end of the question hour, how- 
ever, there was a better attendance. 

Mr. Amery stated that -arrangements had 
been made tor 10,000 men to go to Canada 
to. work on the harvest, and that the fact 
would be brought to the notice of the men 
in the mining districts. i 

Members anxious to obtain souvenirs of tue 
Houses of Parliament were informed by Siz 
Vivian Henderson that as soon as_ further 
supplies of stones removed from the building 
were available it was proposed to give 
members an opportunity of acquiring small 
quantities suitable for rockeries at ten 
shillings a ton. 

When questions had been disposed ol 
Mr. Tom Kennedy called the Speakers 
attention to the fact that on Tuesday evening 
whilst a division was in progress two members 
forced their way into the “aye’’ division 
lobby after the doors had been locked, thus 
damaging the woodwork of the door. He 
asked was it intended to inquire into this 
disorderly behaviour, and would ‘steps be 
inken tu see that the names of the two 
members concerned were not included in the 
division list. The Speaker gave the answer 
that turneth away wrath. He deprecated 
any proceedings of a disorderly character, 
but said that it was too late in the day to 
take any notice of them. His attention 
should have been called to the matter imme- 
diately after the division, and beyond ex- 
pressing his regret that anytTiing of the kind 
should have occurred he could do nothing 
now 


HOUSING OF THE POOR. 

On the Report stage of the vote for the 
Ministry of Health, r. Lansbury criticised 
the policy of the Department in regard to 
housing and poor-law relief, whilst Lord 
Henry Cavendish-Bentinck characterised the 
whole Poor-Law system as un-Christian and 
uneconomic. At the present time, he said, 
there was a very marked contrast between 
the world of luxury, extravagance, and 
frivolity, and that of helpless poverty, but 
he was thankful to say that there was a vast 
amount of good-will among the people in the 
country, who desired to apply Christian prin- 
see to our industrial and social system. 

e pleaded with the Government to put 
themselves at the head of this movement. 

In the subsequent debate Mr. Womersley 
was talking on the housing problem, when a 
striking personage entered the Distinguished 
Strangers’ Gallery. He was the big Chief, 
White Horse, now on a second visit to this 
country. His previous visit was paid during 
the celebrations of Queen Victoria’s Jubilee. 
He now is 106 years of age. He presents 
an appearance of vigorous old-age, and is a 
most picturesque figure in his Indian robes 
and feathered head dress He was accom- 
pores by Mr. Montague, the Labour mem- 

er for Islington. 

Mr. John raised the subject of the Minister 
of Health’s action in relation to the Welsh 
Board of Health. He said that in depriving 
that body of its chairman and secretary the 
Minister had reduced the status of the board, 
and had given rise to the deepest resentment 
and indignation throughout Wales. 

Mr. Lloyd George supported the protest. 
The board, he said, had been set up by Act 
of Parliament, and Mr. Chamberlain had no 
right to alter it. Such a thing would not 
be tolerated in Scotland for a moment. 
Would the right hon. gentleman dare to say 
to the Birmingham City Council: ‘‘ I cannot 
trust you to appoint your officers or promote 
them. I am going to send you an officer from 
Whitehall’? What would Birmingham say 
to that? The action of the Minister in reduc- 
ing the status of the Welsh Board of Health 
for the sake of saving £1,600 a year was a 
mean breach of faith supported by mean argu- 
ments. 

A CONTRAST. 

Mr. Greenwood complained of the reduction 
in the housing subgjdy, which, he said, had 
resulted in fewer houses being built. In 
regard to the Ministry’s Poor Law poliey, he 
admitted that Mr. Chamberlain had ability, 
but “denied that he had humanitye and 
sympathy. “The policy of the Government, he 
said, was to chivyy men off unemployment 
insurance to the Guardians, and off the Cuar- 
dians on to the streets. Whilst the Home 
Secretary was engaged in humanising the 
prison system, the Minister. of Health was 
degrading the Poor Law system. Convicted 
criminals were now better treated than the 
honest. unemployed. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in reply, defended his 
action in revard to the Welsh Board of 
Health, which, he said, was never a Board in 
the sense that it had executive powers, He 
contended that Mr. Lloyd George had misre- 
presented him. Those who saw in his action 
something sinister, which was part of a policy 
leading up to the abolition of the Board, 
were finding something which existed only 
in their own imagination It certainly had 
never been in his own mind. 

On the general subject of the administra- 
tion of poor law relief, Mr. Chamberlain said 
that where Boards of Guardians had so far 
outrun their own resources that they were 
obliged to ask for loans of national money, 
it was the duty of the Ministry to exercise 
some control over their expenditure. He 
certainly could not assent to the proposition 
that persons supported by the State should 
be supported on the same scale as those who 
were in full work. 

Under the guillotine the debate came to an 
abrupt conclusion at ten o’clock, when the 
vote was carried by 255 votes to 132. 

Other outstanding votes were put from the 
Chair, and the Consolidated Fund Bill was 
brought in and read a first time. 


ATTRACTIONS AND 
HANDICAPS. 


FERMANAGH ANNUAL SHOW 
POSSIBILITIES. 


Afier a discussion, in which opinion was 
Sharply divided, Fermanagh Farming 
Society on Tuesday afternoon decided to. ask 
the special committee which organised the 
jumping competitions at last year’s show to 
arrange for similar competitions this year. 

The Earl of Belmore wrote favouring com- 
petitions ‘‘ of some sort,” but protesting that 
those last year were “dreary in the extreme, 
nothing but tedious jumping events.”’ 

Mr. Browne—I would get three or four nice 
girls on the grand ree and Lord Belmore 
would not then bother himself about the 
jumping. (Laughter. ) 

The Chairman, Senator Porter . Porter 
D.L., said that he could not advise the 
Society to support anything in the way of 
jumping, as they had not got the ground. 
Of course, it drew a crowd, as people in their 
thousands would flock to any newfangled 
thing. “Look at the idiots that will flock 
to see the motor-racing at Belfast, the i.9st 
God-forsaken amusement."’ If they started a 
good swimming competition, and got Miss 
Gleitze, they would have crowds coming from 
Cork to see her. (Laughter.) , | 

‘You want a longer grand stand,” added 
the Chairman, “and not have people crush- 
ing and looking over each other's shoulders 
as if they were at a funeral.” [(Laughter.) 

Referring to the conduct of some farmers 
at last year’s show, the Hon. Secretary, fr. 
W. H. West, J.P., said that he aa 
thoroughly ashamed of them. Some of thm 
got in for nothing—‘‘ men with letters to 
their names were seen ‘juking’ in after 
other people’s cattle.” This year he woud 
see that such people were met on their own 
ground, 


MAN KILLED BY FALL OF EARTH. 


The death took place yesterday in Cole- 
raine Hospital of omas J. Campbell (32), 
who was buried by a fall of earth during 
uarrying operations at Spital Hill on Tues- 

y evening. When dug out Campbell. was 
unconscious and so badly crushed that it was 
apparent that the case was hopeless. He 
resided at Castleroe, and leaves a widow and 
seven small children, 

At the inquest a verdict of death from 
shock was returned.

‘ENGLISH VISITORS’ 
TRIBUTES. 


IR Own CoBRESPONDENT.

“ Our poult pulation is twice as dense 
as in Siad, ond three times greater than 
Scotland, whilst our average egg production 
is 118 eggs per aunum, compared with every 
100 in England and Scotland,’’ declared the 
Right Hon. H. M. Pollock, Northern Minister 
oí Finance, in. proposing the toast of “ Our 
Guests,’ at a dinner’ to-night given to the 
Agricultural: Education Association, which is 
holding its annual conference in Belfast. i 
“The total value of our egg trade,’’ said 
Mr. Pollock, “ is not far from three millions, 
and of our export trade one and a quarter 
millions.”’ 

Although those figures coe ar be regarded 
as satidinchery, he proce they were 
satisfied that a vast improvement was pos- 
sible. Their poultry population should be 
doubled, and the production per bird could 
easily be increased from 118 gas to 150. 
This alone would double the value of their 
export trade, and it was for this reason that 
they believed that money spent on educational 
and research work was the soundest business 
investment, and the success of the investment 
must be judged by the extent to which their 
agricultural staff accomplished the object in 
view, 

HUSBANDRY'’S CLAIMS. 

Proceeding, Mr. Pollock said there was no 
decrying the claims of good husbandry upon 
Governments and peoples. As the density 
of the world increased, and the surface of the 
world capable of cultivation became more and 
more occupied, it was essential to endeavour 
to epnetrate all the mysteries of procreation 
and increase the productivity of the soil. ‘In 
no country was this more clamant than in 
Britain, with its great industrial population, 
and its large dependence for its food on over- 
seas supplies. 

lt was, therefore, vitally essential that the 
soil should be made to produce the last ounce 
of material of which it was capable, and this 
result could only be reached by the education 
of farmers in the most scientific methods of 
production and the collaboration of 
educationalists, such as they had present that 
night, in exploring the secrets of nature. 

n spite of the fact that Ulster was a 
comparatively small area, nevertheless they 
had an unusually large number of agri- 
cultural holdings—indeed, they had 50 per 
cent, more farmers than the whole of Scot- 
land. ‘‘ The deliberate aim of our educational 
research and administrative work,’’ said Mr. 
Pollock, ‘‘is shortly to increase the ineome 
of the Ulster farmer and at the same time 
to produce a Jarger measure of foodstuffs for 
the community. From the experience that I 
have gained in my official position, I am 
satisfied that there is tremendous scope for 
development in this work.”’ 

VISITORS’ TRIBUTES. 

Professor Seton (Leeds), Vice-President, in 
responding, said that they were a body - of 
educationalists concerned with agricultural 
education and research. They were enthusiasts 
upon their own subject, which had many 
aspects. He was not going to say that they 
were behind Ulster in research; but it was 
only right to say that Ireland led the way in 
the a improvement of live stock, and, 
when Yorkshire took up its live 
stock scheme, they came to Ulster for a 
live stock officer, Mr. Walter Crawford. 
(Applause.) They also found that Ireland 
led the way in the improvement of barley, 
and they in England had benefited from the 
pioneer work done in Ireland 

Professor Henry (Aberdeen) .said that, as 
an Irishman born in that neighbourhood, he 
was pleased to see the great developments 
which had taken place in agriculture. There 
might be some advantage in having theirown 
Government, and he agreed with the Vice- 
President of the Association that they had 
seen some of those advantages during the 
past few days. He was greatly impressed by 
the enormous advance that had been made in 
agricultural education, not only in Queen's 
University, but also in connection with the 
regulations of the Northern Minister of 
Agriculture, which were sach as would make 
the agricultural administration in England 
and Scotland sit Wp and take notice, particu- 
larly in regard to egg production and re- 
search. 

Dr. C. Crowther (Newport), in proposing 
the toast of “ The Northern Ministry,” said 
that they felt under a debt of gratitude to 
the Northern Ministry, and would like to 
express their appreciation of the work of the 
Ministry which they had seen during their 
short visit to Beifast. They were particu- 
larly interested to find a Minister of Finance 
who took such a keen imterest in 
agriculture, and who was disposed 
to place large sums at the disposal of the 
Minister of Agriculture to develop the work 
of bis department. They: were filled with 
admiration at the results achieved by the 
Ministry of Agriculture in such a short time. 
It was the most efficient organisation which 
he had ever seen—a model of co-operation 
from top to bottom. They were most inter- 
ested in the live stock scheme, which was 
most valuable for the promotion of their 
interests, Their egg-marketing activities were 
a revelation, and they aoe endeavgur to 
secure. something of the same control in 
Great Britain. He hoped that the Northern 
Government would make more contributions 
to fundamental research work. 

Sir Edward Archdale, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, in responding, said that there was a 
considerable amount of unemployment in 
Northern Ireland due to the depression in the 
linen trade. With regard to their exports, 
they were going to insure that the best 
produce was exported by means of proper 
grading schemes. Agriculture was their 
largest industry, and they were determined 
that it should be efficient and that the land 
should be prosperous.

STRANGLED CHINESE

HUSBAND RETURNED FOR TRIAL. 

At Keswick yesterday, Chung Wi Miao, 
a Chinese law student, aged twenty-eight 
years, was committed for trial at the next 
Assizes, on a charge of murdering his wife, 
Wai Cheung Miao, whose body, with three 
cords tied round the neck, was found in a 
wood in Borrowdale, on May 19th.

DOGGETTS COAT AND BADGE. 


Forty-four years ago ©. Phelps won the 
race for the Doggett’s Coat and Badge, and 
thus was the third member of the helps 
family to achieve this success.

The British Dominions maintained their 
position at Amsterdam yesterday, the one 
real disappointment being the failure of G. ©. 
Weightman-Smith to re roduce his earlier 
ferm in the 110 high hurdles. This set-back, 
however, was compensated by the fact that 
the first place was gained by 5. 
Atkinson, another South African, whose 
chances of beating his compatriot never were 
considered seriously. Running a splendid 
race, Atkinson scored a decisive victory over 
two Americans, who were second and third. 

Another British victory which was as 
welcome as it was unexpected, fell to the 
lot of Percy Williams, who had won the 
100 Metres earlier in the week. This was in 
the 200 Metres, in which the two Irish 
runners, 8.

WITH THE IRISH TEAM.

From Our SPECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 

\ AMSTERDAM, Monday. 
To-day, for the first time in history, the 
Irish flag has been hoisted on the great 
centre flag-pole of the Olympic Games as a 
signal that an Irish competitor, competing 
in a team representing Ireland, had won an 
Olympic event. The hero of the day, as 
everyone knows by now, is Dr. Patrick 
O’Callaghan, who won the hammer-throwing 
contest, with a throw of 51.39 metres. He 
beat hig nearest opponent, Skoeld, of Sweden,

tators on the stand it was not easy to see 
which flag marking the throw, the Irish or the 
Swedish, was in advance, and the Irish com- 
pone who were on the stand were first 
earned of their comrade’s victory by the 
kindness of Mr. M. C. Nokes, the English 
thrower, who, on his return to the stand after 
his own defeat, at once took pains to inform 
the Irish team of their success. 

The contest took some two and a half hours 
to be completed, every competitor getting 
three initial throws, and the three best get- 
ting three more. In his first throw it was 
seen that Dr. O'Callaghan had got well up, 
although the Swedish competitor was in 
A circle had been marked on the 


advance. 
ground at, the distance of 50 metres, and the 
throw was not far short of this. His next 


throw out-distanced all the competitors by 
several feet, but unfortunately in it he fouled 
the circle. The third throw was bad and 
was not measured. In his fourth it was seen 
that the hammer lighted a good metre beyond 
the 50 metre line, but it could not be seen 
whether it was better or worse than the 
Swedish throw. The Irish spectators were In 
a fever of anxiety until full knowledge 
reached them. Some, indeed, did not realise 
the fact until the announcer, in his gruff, 
Dutch accent, rolled out the words: “ Patrick 
O'Callaghan.” A minute later, to the familiar 
note of “The Soldier’s Song,” the green, 
white and orange tri-colour mounted slowly 
the mast-head, all present standing to atten- 
tion. It was accompanied by the ascent on 
the lesser flag-posts of the Swedish and 
American flags, in token of the winning of 
second and third places, by Skoeld and Black, 
respecti vel : 

The Irish victory received hearty applause

pleasure to the Irish team. 
the event to-day Mr. Harold Abrahams, 
Olympic winner of the 100 metres at the 
Paris Games, together with others of the 
English officials, came to offer their congra- 
tulations to the Irish party. In this they 
were joined by Mr. Murray Hulbert, Pre- 
sident of the Amateur Athletic Union of the 
United States, a body which owes not a 
little to Irish blood and Irish muscle. On 
his return to the headquarters of the team, 
Dr. O'Callaghan got a warm though more 
familiar reception from his comrades, who 
chaired him along the gangway to his hotel 
ship. Again on Bis appearance in the saloon 
for dinner all rose and cheered him to the 
echo, those present including many British 
and foreign guests of the ship. 

Dr. O'Callaghan is so young, and has been 
so short a time in the athletic arena, that 
a few biographical details may be of interest. 
He is a native of North Cork, born near 
Kanturk 224 years ago, in the same neigh- 
bourhood from which sprang the late famous 
athlete, Denis Horgan, the world's record 
holder in his time, and a familiar figure in 
the athletic fields of Dublin, London, and 
New York a quarter of a century ago- 
O'Callaghan had a brilliant course as @ 
student of the Royal College of Surgeons and 
Mercer’s Hospital, and obtained his medical 
qualifications a little over a year ago. le 
spent some months as a medical officer in 
the Royal Air Force, but not finding that 
the service gave his professional taste enough 
scop? he resigned last spring. He is at 
present the Irish Hammer Champion, and 
has also taken part in such pastimes as 

utting the weight and flinging the 56.” 

e stands some 6ft. lin. in his stockings, 
and is excellently proportioned. 

The winning of the hammer-throwing by an 
Irishman is in accord with almost unbroken 
precedent. It has only once been won at the 
Olympic Games by any other than an Irish- 
man—viz., when Tootell won it in Paris in 
1924. But on every previous occasion to the 
present the winner appeared as a member of 
the American team. 
Paris in 1900, when the winner was John 
Flanagan, who repeated the victory at St. 
Louis in 1904 and at London in 1908. Matt 
McGrath won it at Stockholm in 1912, and 
Pat Ryan at Antwerp in 1920. 

Dr. O'Callaghan was fortunate in having 
been for some time under the tuition of John 
Flanagan, and your correspondent remembers 
some three or four years ago introducing the 
future Olympic winner, then a young student. 
to Mr. Denis Carey, a hammer-thrower of 
renown, with a request that his paces might 
he tried. These two teachers—John Flanagan 
and Denis Carey—with his present trainer, 
Tom Maguire. must have their place in the 
credit of gaining an Olympic victory for 
Ireland. 

The great event of the day has occupied so 
much of my space as to leave little for the 
consideration of the other contests. Lord 
Burghley’s victory in the 400 metres hurdles 
was very popular in the arena, and nowhere 
more than with the Irish visitors, who re- 
member well his visit to Croke Park two 
years ago, when his fine running and genuine 
sportsmanship made him many friends. His 
running in the race to-day showed both brains 
and courage. He had the second string from 
the outside, almost the worst position of the 
track, and fought it all the way with his 
outside neighbour—Tavlor, of the United 
States. Coming into the straight one could 
hardly separate Burghley from Taylor and 
the other American runner, Cuhel; but 
Burghley crossed the last hurdle a few inches 
in advance of the others. All seemed ex- 
hausted, but with a great effort Burghley 
increased his pace and won by a good yard 
and a half. i 

The 800 metres semi-finals showed very 
interesting running. M‘Eachern in the first 
heat met Peltzer, Lowe, and Fuller, the 
American, among others. He went out from 
the pistol-shot, and ran second during a good 
part of the first lap. In the second lap 
there was change of places, and in attempt- 
ing to pass M‘Eachern on the far straight 
Fuller jostled him badly, so that his foot 
struck the board at the edge of the track. 
He almost fell, and in the delay caused by 
the mishap he lost so much ground that he 
was unable again to get into competition. 
This accident was very unfortunate. as but 
for it M‘Eachern had a fair chance of a place. 
Coming at a critical moment in the race, it 
looked like a deliberate foul, but it may have 
heen only the roughness which is not in- 
frequently found among American runners, 
even of the highest quality. 

Splendid racing was seen in the semi-finals 
and final of the 100 metres, and some un- 


expected results were found. Mac Alister, 
the American ‘“‘fancy,” won his heat in 
10 3-5 secs, beating Williams, the young 


Canadian, who was second ; Legg, the A.A.A. 
champion, who was third, and also Houben, 
of whom the Germans had high hopes. In 
the second heat, Jack London, of Jamaica 
and England, satisfied his admirers by win- 
ning with vigour from Lammers, of Germany, 
and Wvkoff, of the United States, as well as 
Corts, of Germany, and Russell, of America. 
Great interest was taken in the final, which 
was won in a perfectly-run race from a per- 
fect start by Williams, London being second. 
and Lammers third. 
been declared by his friends to be invincible, 
was hopelessly out of it. 

The most remarkable feature of the day 
was the failure of the American runners im 
two races which the American papers had 
declared in advance to be American property 
—the 400 metres hurdles and the 100 metres 
flat. On the day’s events, the Americans 
scored only one place—viz., third in the 
hammer-throWwing. On the other hand. 
Ireland and Canada secured a win each, and 
Great Britain a second. 

The preliminary rounds of the 100 metres 
for ladies were also decided to-day, and pro- 
vided excellent running, in which Canada and 
Germany scored best. Even the most deter- 
mined onponent of the admission of women 
to the Olympic Games would have to admit 
that the women competitors took the events 
seriously, and there was no lack of dignity 
in their competition. One or two of them, 
indeed, showed a considerable skill in get- 
ting quickly off their marks, in some cases 
showing an intelligent and successful antici- 
pation of the starter’s pistol. i 

Oar swimmers and boxers are at work 
every day, and all are in excellent form. It 
is possible that another flag may be raised 
for Ireland before the Games are over.
